The laſt, who was the Younger Brother, 
went into France ,. and Eſpouſed 4ntonetre of 
Bourbon, Daughter of Francis of Bourbon, Count 
of Vendoſm ; and ſignaliz'd himſelf by ſo many 
renowned Ations under the Reign of Francs 


; the Firlt, that thar Renowned Monarch, who 


no leſs fewardedMen of the Sword,thenPerſons 
eminent for Learning, erected in his Favour 


the Territory of Gui/e into a Dukedom. And + 


fram that time the Princes of that Branch were 
called Dukes of Gui/e.

the King his Brother. The Duke, who, had jc 
his Reaſons for managing the Humour of Lewis jeans, 
the XII informs him of the retircment of the Etpouted 
Duke of Orleans ; but the King nevertheleſs Marea- 
would not lay aſide his Sufpicians, that hehe:d 7 2 
Intelligence with that Prince. And that which ;;"\1,,

This is molt certain, that if the Duke at his 
arrival had perform'd what he might have done, 
he might have broken all the King of France's 
Meaſures. For S. Chamant , who Commarr 
dcd the French , had no more than Four 
Thouſfand, Men with him, when he came to 
:nFeſt that Place. In fo much that the Duke

tain, that the Duke had no Deſign, or the leaſt 
Intention to caſt himſelf into the Hands of the 
French, who were his mortal Enemies,and who 
had invaded all Lorraim. But the Duke ſaw him. 
ſelf fo ill treated by the Count of Fuen/aldagne, 
and perceiv'd ſo many little Artifices made uſe 
of to ſecure him, that he went into France with 
all the Lorrainers which were in the Service of 
the King of Spain; taking Prince Ferdinand with 
him. For Prince Charles, upon what ds 
of Policy I know not, was left at Bruſſe/s. But 
being he was in good Hands, they order'd his 
eſcape. when they ſaw it convenient ; fo that at 
length he was conducted by Water through the 
Canal of Antwerp into Holland, to ſecure him 
from the fury of the Spaniards, for the Revolt 
of the Duke his Father.

Prince Ferdinand had already been in Four 
Campagnes , whferein he had highly Signa- 
lz'd himfalf, but then Died after that manner, 
which we have already related. His Death 
had almoſt overwhelm'd Duke Francis with 
Grief, and ſome Months after he was in great 
hazard of looſing Prince Charles, by an Acai- 
dent which had like to have proved as- fatal 
as the Minute was Aufpicious, which uſhered 
fuch a Prince into the World, whom he loy'd 
to the height of Paſſion and Tenderneſs ; as 
one who gave in his younger years as 
and pregnant Hopes, as any Prince of his 
Io e Accident was this. Ck 
e Prince managing a Horſe in the 
Akan , where he performed his Exerciſes; 
the Horſe, that had but one eye, yet very 
ſprightly, hit ſo ruggedly againſt ane of the 
Mars of the Manags, that the Prince, as nim- 
ble and active as he was, in a moment was 
thrown backward to the Ground; and 
he fell only upon Sand, yet he received fo ter- 
rible a blow upon the Head, that he lay with- 
out any Motion. Endeavours were uſed to 
bring him to himſelf; but all thoſe little 
Remedies which were applyd, ſignify*d no- 
thing ; he was laid upon a Bed in the A- 
cademy ; where he continued fix whole Hours 
without giving any ſign of life, though there 
appeared neither Wound , nor Contuſion in 
his 'Head, nor in any Part of his Body.

But the King having written to him 
a ſecond Letter, more-poſitive than the former, 
he was conftrain'd to repair to Font ainbleau, 
Now though Duke Francis did not abſolutely 
fay that he was againſt the Match, neverthe- 
Ick he made it appear, that he had no great 
Inclination to tt. | nd the King who was not 
ignorant of his Reluctancy, yet unwilling 
to make uſe of Compulſion, thought it ſufficient 
to let him underſtand by a great number of 
Reaſons, that he oppos'd the Happineſs of the 
Prince his Son, ſince there was no more to be 
expected from Madam de Montpenſier. And to 
render his Reaſons the more effectual, he pro- 
mis'd him, that if he would condeſcend to the 
Match, ſo firmly to engage the Duke his Bro- 
ther to ſecure the Poſleflion of his Territories 
to the Prince his Son, that he might depend 
n it. His deſign being, to take all manner 
of Security ; to have it paſs by an Authentick 
Declaration in the Contract of Marriage, and 
in a manner fo binding, that the Duke ſhould 
never be able to revoke it, in regard that he 
hunſelf would be the Guarantee. 
Theſe laſt Words of the King began to make 
Duke Francis totter, but that which abſolutely

For he, by often viſiting Madamoilelle de 
Nemours was e paſlionately inamour'd of 
her, and from that time forward there was no- 
thing which he more deſird then the Enjoy- 
ment of that Princes. And. therefore per- 
ceiving that the Buſinefs, as far advanced as it 
was, 1n ſtead of being b to a ſpeedy 
Concluſion, was ſpun out with infupportable 
Delays ; and fearing alfo, left in the end he 
ſhould be diſappointed of this Match, as he had 
been of all the reſt, he was quite out of heart ; 
more eſpecially finding that all his Submiſſions 
to the Duke prov'd inettecual...;.One Obſtacle 
was 20 ſooner remoy*'d, but another ſprung up -

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in the place, ſo that the Prince defpairing of 
ever being happy le de Nemonrs, 
ſo long as the Buſaxels depended the Duke 
of Lorrain, he went to the King, by the Advice 
of the Queen Mother, and him with 
ſo- much imporrunity to oblige Duke to 
come to a Concluſion, and to remove the Ob- 
ſtacles which he ſtarted every moment, that the 
King 4mmediately promis'd to make it his bu- 
ſine, and to follow it fo cloſe, that he ſhould 
have no cauſe to complain of his 

In ſhort, the King, who had himſelf made 
the March, by the Conſent of the Duke of 
Lorrain, was ſo incensd at his Shifts and Eva- 
ſions, that the Prince was no fooner gone, bur 
he refolv'd to make uſe of all his Authority ,and 
ſlight all the Reaſons which the Duke alledg'd 
ro ſpin out the Bufinels. Nevertheles, conſi- 
dering preſently after, that ir wasbetter topro- 
ceed in ——_ if it were poflible, he en- 
deavour'd by all the Arguments unaginable, co 
perſwade the Duke that it was his beſt Courſe 
to come to a Conclaſion. To which purpoſe 
he order'd Monſieur Liv to manage him ; who 
had ſeveral Conferences with him to that end. 
But thoſe Conferences proving fruideſs, he fent 
the Marſhal 4Efrees, Mademoiſelle's Uncle, to 
him ;- who had no better ſucceſs than Monfieur 
de Lionw, So that the King, at length tir'd out 
with his delays, ſent him Word, "That it was 
his Deſire that the Marriage of his Nephew 
ſhould be concluded within three Days art far- 
thelt; and therefore, if he would not give his 
voluntary Conſent, he wouldinterpoſe his own 
Royal Authority, without confulting him any 
more. This Refolution inflam'd the Duke ;; 
and 
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and though he durſt not complain of the King, 
et he made loud complaints of his Nephew. 
He told the Marſhal 4'Effrees, That the Prince 
did very ill to make his Applications to the 
King, to procure him to threaten force upon 
his Inclinations: That he wiſh'd with: all his 
Heart, he were Marry'd to the Princeſs of 
Nemours, but he had very ſtrong Reaſons not 
to be too haſty in the Attair, and that hemight 
one day repent of putting him upon Extremi. 
ties. To this the Marſhal Anſwerd, "That the 
Prince was no ways concern'd in the Matter, 
and that he accusd him uryuſtly : To which 
the Duke made no other Reply, but that his 
Nephew went the way to looſe all ; that he 
thould have let him had a Breathing time for 
ſome Days, and not have driven on with ſuc 
a violent Career. So that the Marſhalperceiv. 
ing, that ſuch a force upon his obſtinate Will, 
wauld put him upon fome deſperate defign, 
endeavour'd to pacihe him as much as-hecould, 
and took his leave, with a promiſe, That he 
would endeavour to perfſwade the King to re- 
tract what he had faid; adding withal, to ju- 
ſtite the Prince, That the King had taken that 
Reſolution of his own accord; and thatindeed, 
he might ſee himdelt}, that after he had only a- 
mus'd his Majeſty with Words, when he had 
litively pemued that he would ſincerely la- 
wet __ the Match, it was 10 
wonder his Majeiſty ſhould grow a little Impa- 
tient.

. t that which - gar, \ Dunk Was 
the Haughtinefs of Lewis . who making 
ue of his Power,had beenalittle roo quickwith 
him, as already has been ſaid , in declaring 
ſo poſitively to him, that he would interpoſe 
his Authonty , in caſe he perſiſted obſjinately 
tO the Marriage, or ſtarted any new 
ifculties co delay-it. Bur cis was to drive 
him*on furiouſly ; ro accuſtom him by degrees 
to be conf to the Kings Will; and to 
enure him betimes to obey fuch Laws as the 
King ſhould afterwards think fit to impole up- 
on: him : So that the thing being rightly con- 
ſider d, was of dreadful. Conſequence, Bur al- 
though the ms ory not carried things ſo higi 
a he did, in refpedt to aSoveraign Prince,who 
had no dependance upon him, certain it is, 
that the King of France was the greateſt Enc- 
my he had, and he knew it by woetul Expe- 
rience. For beſides, the Towns which he de- 
taind from him, the Treaty which he had 
forc*d him to Sign at Veicerres, after he had 
dril'd him on whole. years, as be did in that 
Negotiation, ha had made it his. whole Buſineſs 
ever ſince the Death of Lovis NIL to. invade 
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his Dukedoms ; and that all the World knew. 
All theſe Reaſons with an infinite number of 
others-not neceſlary for this place , were lutf. 
cient'to render-the King hateful to him. Ne- 
verthelefs he was fo far from taking a courle to 
throw off his Fetters, that his Reſentment a. 
ainſt Prince Charles, and the Artifices of his 
Elenles that incensd him to Revenge,renderd 
him fo little the Maſter of himſelf , that never 
conſidering, that to make his Nephew miſcra- 
ble, he run the hazard of making more Untfor. 
tunate his Son, the Prince of YVaudemont, {0 
Worthy to ſucceed him, he laid a deſign to 
make & King of France his general Heir, and 
to Tranſlate the Succeſſion of his Territoriesto 
a Prince who had been theonly occaſion of the 
greateſt part of his Misfortunes, and wore the 
very Crown which he complain'd that his Pre. 
deceſlors had ufurp'd from his Family. Which 
the Duke of Guiſe, and Madam de Montpen/ier 
we: within a little of proving unter the Reign 
of Hcry 1H. in the time of the League... 
Fowever it was a thing of too ow Conſe. 
quence to be determined without ſerious Conſt 
deration. So that he Studi'd for ſome days, be- 
fore he would put his Deſign in Execution. 
And in regard, that all that while he was tut- 
moild with a thouſand Thoughts,” he was be- 
come ſo Diſtracted , that his Domeſtick Ser- 
vants perceiv'd there was ſome ſtrange Combat 
in his Mind, which caus'd his Underſtandi 
to take thoſe Flights which were not uſual wi 
him.

Thefſuddain ofPrinceChovhesr

Town, but a Report was ſpread about, That 
he was only gone to overtake the Duke his 
Uncle to Duel him, not able to endure the 
Injuſtice which he did in refuſing his Conkeat 
eo his Marriage with the Princeſs of Nemour:, 
But his return foon quicted their Minds again. 
However, they that were acquainted with 
Prince Charles's Humour did him that Juſtice, 
and juſtifi'd him from being capable of ſuch an 
Ignominions Defpair , which was fo far from 
procuring him any change in his Affairs, that 
it would have utterly ram'd 'em , and been

may bo ethuemiigher <1 not ag yon, 
ne in Revenge, So that the Duke hunaſelf 
could not refrain from ſaying openly, That he 
would be Reveng'd of the Raſhnebs of his Ne- 
phew ; that ſince his or bad Fortune de- 

ded ſolely upon him, he knew how to hum- 
le his Pride; and that let what would happen, 


-he wore a Sword by his ſide as well as he, and 


would not ſtir an Inch for hm. 

But this was not the only Misfortune tha: be- 
fell the Prince of Lorrem? For at the ſame rime 
that the Duke ſeem'd moſt Madam 
the Dutcheſs of Orleance receiv'd a Lener from 
an unknown Hand, and without any Subſcrip- 
tion, wherein ſhe had warning given her, that 
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three Friends of Prince Charler's , 

whom the Count of Furſtembergh was one, 

a deſign to make away the e of Lorrain, 
'Thar they had beena long time conſulting whi. 
ther they ſhould Afſaflinate him, or ſeize 

his Perſon, and then ſhuthimupin ſome Caltle: 
'But that at length,having conſider'd that which 
way ſoever they ſhould dothe Buſineſs, it would 
be abſolutely impoffible to preſerve the Repu. 
ration of the Prince; in regard, that all would 
come out in the end ; they reſoly'd, that the 
Prince ſhould Fight his Uncle Hand to Hand, 
there being no other way to ridhimof a Prince 
that mr him ſo Cruelly. 

' This Letter could not be kept fo private but 
that it came to the Duke of Lorrain. Never. 
chelefs, although he had all the reaſon in the 
World to conclude it an Impoſture, as the Au- 
thor of the Letter ſince Conte(s'd ; and that he 
were otherwiſe Convinc'd, that if the ' Prince 
had any fuch deſign, he could have hada thou- 


wa fi ap ſand ways to put it in Execution 5 he deter- 


miv'd to make the King his Heir, as he had 
contriv*d it before : And three Days after he 
Sign'd a private * Treaty, of which the princi-

for the time to come they ſhould be look?d upon in 
France «s Prmces of the Blood, and that their 
Creation ſhould be allow'd in all bis Courts of Par- 
liament, and acknowledged by all the States of the 
Kingdoms of France and Navarrz ſo that thoſe 
Princes, according to their Elderſhip, ſhould be capa- 
ble of ſucceeding , in Caſe the Line of- Bourbon 
faiÞd, 

Upon occaſion of which laſt Article it was, 
that the Duke, who ſometimes lov'd to break a 
Jeſt, one day joaking with the Prince of Conde, 
cold him, That he never knew how to make 
above one Prince of the Blood in his Life, bur 
that he with one daſh of his Pen had made 
Four and Twenty. 

Fhis Treaty was already Sigit'd without t!:: 
feaſt Suſpitio91 that either Duke Francis or the 
Prince hi. of it: tor indezd, who could have 
exp2Xcd any ſuch thing ? But in regard it was 
a thing actually done, and that the King card 
not to make a Secret of it , thoſe two Princes 
had notice of it foon enough. For Monſicur de 
Liome ,- who was himſzlt the Author of the 
Negotiation, made- it known to tne Count of 
Furſtenbergh, and the Count the next moment 
carried the News to Prince Charles , who was 
fo ſtunn?d with the Blow , that he kneiy not 
where he was. *Tis true, Monſieur Liome had 
not poſitively ſaid that the Treaty was- yer 
ſgn'd; and therefore in regard the Friends of 
Duke Francis, and Duke Francis himſelf were 
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ſible of his going about to ruin his Family, 
therefore Prince Gharles was advisd to go and 
throw himſelf at his Feet. | 

The Prince was deeply ſenſible of his Misfor. 
runes : for he ſaw himſelf nat only ron in a 
Moment of the Territorizs of the Duke of Lore 
rain, upon the Succeflion to which he depen- 
ded; but that which more cruelly perplex'd 
him at that inſtant was, that after this terrible - 
blow, he was nomore to think of Madamoilelle 
de Nemours : there being no likelihood that the 
would marry a Prince deſpoil'd of ail hs 
hopes, and reduc'd to the Condition of a Pri- 
vate Life. 

In the mid'ſt of theſe thoughts, he accoſted 
j1i5 Uncle with a Conſternation hardly to be 
repreſented by the moſt Skilful Pencil. He 
mov'd him at firſt with an infinjte Number of 
wounding Expreſlions ; and after he had laid 
betore him, with a profound Submiſtion , the 
Injury which he did to himſelf in the World, 
it he perſiſted in his Reſolution ta make a Fo. 
ceign Prince the Succeſſor to his Territones, to 
the Prejudice of his own Lawful Heirs : He con: 


. jurd him to withdraw himſelf from Paris; 


there, being but that only way to break a 
1reaty, the Concluſion of which he you'd in- 
tallibly repent when it was rop late. He be- 
jaught him to cgnlider, that owt of a deſire to 
wm him, he rutald the Prince of Faure 
look'd 
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ppon as the weakeſt of all the Princes of Eu- 
rope ; which he muſt be forc'd to acknowledge 

n maturer and more conſiderate thoughts. 
And that he __ R—— by all manner of 
means to bring him to a Recollection of him- 
ſelf, and render his periwaſions prevalent, he 
added, that if he were reſfolv'd to leave France, 
which he moſt humbly beſought him to do, he 
was ready to follow him , and to ſurrender 
himſelf up into his hands z to give an ablohute 
Obedience to his Commands ; and in a word, 
he let him know , that after what manner ſ 
ever he usd him , he ſhould be ſatisfied with 
his Deſtiny, provided he brake off the 
Treaty. 

Now in regard that all that Pringe Charles 
{aid proceeded from his Heart , his Remon- 
ſtrances pjerced the-Duke of Lorrain ſo deeply 
to the quick, that he could not forbear to re- 
lent, and to proteft that he had over-raſhly 
engag'd himſelf im that Aﬀair. Bur the Prince 
was come too latez the Duke could make no 
Advantage either of his Counſel or his Remon- 
ſtrances: And tho' he were a Perſon-of a 
preſent utterance, he knew not at firſt what 
Anſwer to make the Prince. But at 
after he had paus'd a while, he told him , that 
himſelf was the Cauſe of his Misfortune ; that 
if he had not driven on fo furiouſly as he did, 
he had never reduc'd himſelf to that Extrenu- 
ty ; and that it was an Ad of Deſpair ro which 
he had forc'd him againſt his own will. He 
bers chunk it necel __ 

ad Sign'd the Treaty , but he les him under- 
ſtand, that he had given tus word fo poſitively 
| eq 
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to the King , that he could not retract. And 


whereas the Prince perſiſted in repreſenting to 


him the neceflity of his withdrawing himſelf 
ont of France, and that then there might be 
ſome Expedient thought upon, hereply'd, That 
it was obſerv'd on all parts, ever ſince the Ne- 
otiation was on foot, that the Counſel which 
2 propos'd was good, but dangerous to take ; 
that in ſhort, he had been fo unfortunate at 
Toledo, that hs would not try the Experiment, 
whether. he ſhould be more happy in Pars, 
ſhould it be his Misfortune to be Arreſted. 
While the Prince was thus importuning the 
Dnke his Unde, Madam de Nemours , and the 
Marſhal D*Eſtrce arriv'd at the Duke of Lorrain's 
Lodgings. Now in regard they could ſpeak 
with more freedom than Prince Charles, they 
omitted nothing to ſhew him in the worſt dre 
the Error he had committed. And the Mar. 
ſhal after ſeveral Diſconrſes , told him plainly, 
Thar neither the Prince his Nephew, nor his 
Son the Count of Yaudemont, would have any 
reaſon to be beholding to him , unleſs he re- 
folv'd to retract what he had done ; beſides, 
that all the World would talk vf hint to his 
eternal Infamy. To which he reply*d with a 
cold indifferency, that as for his Nephew , he 
did not pretend to oblige him, though he began 
to repent that he had carried on his Revenge fo 
far ; That he was above all that his Enemies 
could fay of him , to the ſtaining either of his 
Honor or his Memory; and that as for the 
Prince of Vaudemont , he had manag'd his Inte- 
refts fo well, that he would have Cauſe to be 
glad to ſe himſelf ſtript of an Eſtate which he 
} way 
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was not ſure that he ſhould ever enjoy, thongh 
he never had fign'd the Agreement, conſider- 
ing the Pretenſions of Duke Francis, and the 
Condition of Aﬀairs. In beſides the Ar. 
icles mention'd, the King had accorded him 
the Liberty of diſpoling a Hundred thouſand 
Crowns a year, to whom he ſhould think fir, 
to be chargd upon ſuch Lands as he ſhould 
make choice of in his Dutchies; and he had 
alſo leave for once to Levy a Mil.ion, and to 


employ it as he thought convenient. | 
"ids de Nemeurs was 1o exaſperated at the 
Duke's Anſwer, that ſhe brake forth into a vio- 
lent Paſſion againſt him ; more then that, ſhe 
complain'd after a moſt extraordinary manner, 
of the Injuſtice which the King himſclf had 
done her, inſomuch that the Marſhal was con- 
ſtrain'd to give her a Check : for indecd ſhe 
utter'd very injurious Language in the Tran. 
ports of her Choler. But thele were only airy 
Complaints, that ſignified little, and therefore 
might the more eaſily be forgiven. For be- 
ſides that theſe Ejaculations of a boyling 
Paſſion, no way contributed to accommo.

And this was evident the 
next day. If word, it was diſcoverd , that 
the Duke of Guiſe himſelf had carried the 
ent Sign'd, to the\ King, at the time 
that he .was raftling at St. Germamm's Fair ; and 
this Circumſtance was farther added, that the 
King had no ſooner caſt his Eyes upon him, 
but with a ſmile he told him, There was never 
a Jewel in the Fair of equal value to the Price 
of that which he had brought him, The 
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; Signi , Sealing and De. 
livery of 6s Trexy - ha look'd upon the 


Prince of Lorrain with fo much Eſteem and 
Honour , and had given him alſo ſo many 
Teſtimonies of his Favour, upon all Occafiogs 
that offer'd themſelves, that this Unfortunate 
Prince, in that Extremity to which he ſaw him- 
lf redacd , believ'd that the only courſe he 
had to take, was to have recourſe tothe King's 
Generoſity.

ſeveral Gentlemen who had inſtigated others to 
ſhake off their Fetters, and, betake themſelves 
to the Protection of the King of France, he was 
contented to let them ive his Reſentment 
by mild and gentle Admonition ; and to ſhew 
that he had no Animoſity _ them, not- 
withſtanding the falſe Steps which ſome of 'em 
had trod, he advanc'd 'em to Principal Places 
of Truſt , which was that they never ex- 


And this was a happy Accident for the Lor- 
rais Gentlemen, as having brought them all to 
participate of his Favours. Only Duke Francs 
and Prince Charles his Nephew, were the two 
Perpns that reaped no Benefit by this laſt Treaty. 

However ſo ſoon as the Duke okw,orrain 
and Duke Francis, his Brother, were return'd 
home into their Dominions, they had both con- 
certed together to free themſelves from the 

H French 
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French Yoak, and break the Treaty of Mont- 
marre, And Charles TV. had engag'd, that if 
they could but once bring about their Deſigns, 
he would acknowledge Prince Charles for his 
Lawful Succeſſor. For in regard that by the 
Freaty of Marſal the King of France had re. 
nounc'd the Donation that Entitl'd him to the 
Succeflion of Lorrain and Barr, Duke Francis 
was of Opinion, that ſeeing the Duke ſo well 
difposd,it would not be amiſs to fend for Prince 
Charles from Vienna, and imparted his Intenti- 
ons to the Duke his Brother, who No 
ſented that the Prince ſhould quit the 
rors Court, and repair into his Dominions. 
Thereupon Duke Francis, well ſatisff'd that he 
had met with no Oppoſition, ſent away his 
chief Uſher to YViema, But he was hardly got 
to the Frontiers of Lorrain, before he was over- 
taken with a Prohibition from the Duke to go 
any farther. And in regard, the Duke was 
afraid, that his Injun&tionto the contrary, would 
not hinder the Prince from haſtning his Jour. 
ney, and meeting him at Nancy, where hethen 
ay, he gave Order to all the Governors of his 
owns, through which he thought he m1 
come, to ſtop him; alleadging, that the | 
why he dealt fo odly by the Prince his Ne- 
phew, was, that he might not be conſtrain'd 
to break with the King of France, with whom 
he acknowledg'd, he had been ſufficiently em- 
broil'd already. | 
But the Principat Reaſon why he would not 
have the Prince of Lorrain fo ncar him, "was 
his fear leſt the Prince ſhould make himſelf too 
many Friends within his Territories. 
though 
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the King of France car'd little whither 
were in Lorrain or in Auſtria, in re- 


the 
gard that he had actually made it a that . 
was incens'd againſt him,not only tor leaving - 


his Court without taking Leave, but alſo be- 
cauſe of ſome injurious e that he had 
let fall againſt him both at Rome and Views, the 
Duke wes glad of this pretence, which he had 
not in his hts when Duke Francis made the 
propoſal of. ſending for him, but afterwards 
came into his mind. 

On the other ſide, h the Prince had 
been long accuſtom'd to theſe Severities of his 
Uncle, he was ſtrangely furpriz'd at this Prohi- 
bition of his, but much more at the Pretence 
which he made uſe of for it. And therefore touch'd 
to the Quick at this R e, and deſirous 
withal to juſtifie himſelf betore the King, that 
ubmor  oge pay but _ ater 

imaginable in e Courts where 
been, away he flew to Paris, without Conſult- 
ing any Perſon about him, or fo much as Duke 
Francis himſelf, and without refleting, that 
conſidering the- Condition of his own and his 
Uncles Affairs, it was a moſt headlong Refo- 
lution, and a erous Attempt which would 
— colt him a dear Repentance ; 
and it fell out accordingly. For the King was 
ſo far from being inclin'd in the leaſt to hear 
his Juſtification, that Monſieur Tellier, ro whom 
he made his firſt Addreſſes, having given notice 
tothe King of his Arrival, and of his Deſign, he 
ſent one of the Captains of his Guard, with Or- 
ders to Command him forthwith to depart the 
City, and within four days to quit the King- 
| oo 


dom. 
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dom: * And though the Marquis of Vilkquier, 
who was the Perſon that carried the King's Or. 
ders to him, took his leave fo ſoon as he had 
deliver'd his Meſlage, yet he lett behind him a 
Priviledg'd Gentleman of the Guards, with a 
Command not to ſtu trom him, till he ſaw him 
clear of France. 

This was too ſevere an Order not to make 
a noiſe in the City. All People knew unme. 
diately that Priu.c2 Charles was arriv'd at Paris, 
and that his Arrival was no ſooner known at 
Court, but that he had receiv d a Command to 
be gone again. | 

Thereupon , Madam, the Dutcheſs of Or, 
kans, who knew nothing of all this, till every 
body knew it, beſought the King to 5m him 
one days time, that ſhe might ſee che Prince 
her Nephew. To which the King return'd for 
Anſwer, That in refpe& to her, he would ak 
low him two hours, during which time ſhe 
might ſee and Diſcourſe with him as much 4 
ihe pleas'd : and as to the Complaints, that ſhe 
made him, that the Duke of Lorrain would not 
admit the Prince into his Territories for fear of 
provoking his Majeſty, he replied, That that 
was nothing to. him ; the e of Lorrais 
os admit him it he thought-fit ; for that he 

never exadted any ſuch thing from him ; 
and that if Prince Charles had been wile, he 
would have kept where he was. 

The Prince, who was carefully inform'd df 
all theſe things, repair'd to the Palace of Or- 
teans, with the Priviledg'd Gentleman of the 
Guards, where he Diſcoursd the Dutcheſs tor 
ſome hours, and then taking Horſe, departed 
out of Paris the ſame day. ] 
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I cannot here forbear to obſerve how little Re. 
lution and Courage the Prince of Lorrain ſhew'd 
this Occafion, though he were one of the 
moſt Reſolute and Daring Princes of his Time. 
The Kings Order had fo terrified him, that he 
durſt not ſee Madamoiſelle ds Nemours, though 
he moſt paTionately lov'd her, and were Mar- 
ried to her. _ For in ſhort Duke Fr2ncis had 
duly and formaily Wedded her in his Name 
above fix Months before : and there was no- 
thing more now to be faid againſt the Mar- 
riage , but only that it was not yet con- 
ated. Howeve:r. it !'»happen'd, that when 
the Prince departed trom the Dutcheſs of Or. 
kans, in order to his leaving :'2r1is, he paſt by 
the Palace of Nemours. And in regard the 
Prince had not made choice of that way, but 
with a deſign to call in, though it were but for 
a OR Nh ask*d the Priviiedg'd Gentleman 
of the Guards that attended him, whither he 
had any Order to hinder him. The Gentle- 
man anſwer'd, that in truth he had none ; 
howeyer he advis*d himto avoid ſeeing of Mada- 
moiſelle 4e Nemours; for thatbeſides that he could 
not permit him to ſtay but a very little while, 
the Viſit would but augment the Kings diſplea- 
ſure ; and that therefore it was better for him 
to deny himſelf that Liberty, unleſs he intended 
to draw upon himſelf the utmoſt rigor of an 
offended Prince, whom it rather behov'd him 
to manage with diſcretion and prudence. 

One would have thought that the Prince of 
Lorrain ſhould not have ſtood to argue the Point 
at that time, but that in contempt of all the 
Dangers that could befall him, and all the Tem- 
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s that could pour upon his Head, he ſhould 
ve refolv'd u os Ya there was 
nothing to hinder him ; and he was yult goi 
ewice D alight from his Horle. Noa 
being ſtrook with a Panick Fear, he follow'd: -. 
the Adviceof his Keeper, and as if his Paflion 
has been as Calm as it was Violent ; or as if he 
had not been concern'd to viſit Mademoiſelle 
de Nemours , who was the only Perſon for 
whoſe ſake he ought to have undertaken his 
Journey, he left Paris, without ſeeing her. 

All men were ſurpriz'd , that Prince Charles 
had given ſuch a mark of a faint Heart z and 
that he had not conſider'd , that beſides that the 
Viſit could do him no injury, in reſpe& of the 
talk of the World, it was the only probable 
Means to reſettle his Afﬀairs. For in regard he 


was really Married, the only wow 
doubt on his ſide to be done, was to have con- 


ſummated the Marriage. Or if any reaſons of 
Modeſty and Nicenels in Madamoiſelle de Nee 
mours had oblig'd him to abſtain, however there 
would have been a ſtrong Preſumption that the 
thing was done. For beſides that , Madamoi- 
{elle d+ Nemour:sknew very well,that ſhe was duly 
and lawfully Married ; and beſides, that ſhe 
had a tender Afﬀection far the Prince, Madam 
de Nemours, her Mother, fo paſſionately deſir'd 
a Conſummartion of the age, Whatever 
Croſley of Fortune afterwards betel the Prince, 
that ſhe offer'dtobring the Prince herDaughter 
to him wherever he woyld. be pleas'd appar, 
without conſidering the hazard which the rup 
of incurring the + Diſpleaſurg. In ſhon, 
te Ring having urg'd her ſeveral rimes to Mar 
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ry that Princeſs to the King of Portugal, ſhe 
ny rejected the , alledging, That 
her Daughter being effeQually ied to the 
Prince of Lorrain, ſhe could not Marry her to 
another , how advantageous foever the March 
might be that his Majeſty propos'd. In a word, 
the Aﬀettion which Madamoiſelle had for the 
Prince was ſo well known , that the Princeſs 
dying ſometime after he left Pars, all People 
believ'd, that ſhe dy*d for Grief , as not being 
able to ſupport her AMidtion , that the King 
ſhould oppoſe the Conſummation of a Mar- 
riage which he had made himſelf, and which 
ſhe could never hope to ſee accompliſh'd after 
an Obſtruction of that Nature. 

All People agree , That the Reaſons which 
oblig'd the King of France to give ſuch rigo- 
rous Orders in reference to the Duke of Lor- 
rain, was the Apprehenſion which he had, that 
if the Prince ſhould ſtay too long in Pars, he 
would viſit the Princeſs ſo often, that ſhe would 
make ſuch Evidences appear ,.as would ſpeak 
aloud to all the World, that they were - 
ried ; and it was the King's Intereſt to break 
the Marriage : there being no other way for 
him to diſengage himſelf from the Promiſe he 
had made the Prince, upon his ſigning the Con- 
tract ; by which he bound himſelf to acknow- 
ledge him the Sole Heir that was capable to 
Succeed to the Dukedoms of Lorram and Barr, 
after the Death of Cherles IV. which was a clear 


diſannulling of the Dynation made of the ſame 
- Dutchics by the Treaty of Monemarre. 


But' to return to Prince of Lorrazn, he 
had engag'd himſelf fo imprudendly in his Jour- 
4 ney 
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ney to Paris, that he had not half Money 
enough left to ſupply his Neceflities ; and Ma. 
dam the Dutcheſs of” Orleance, of whom he had 
deſird to borrow , was forc'd to acknowledge 
that ſhe was not in a Condition to furniſh him 
at preſent ; in regard her Family was now no 
Richer than under the Miniſtry of Cardinal 
Mazarine. So that the Prince was conſtrain'd 
to accept of the Dutcheſles good will , not da- 
ring to delay his Departure. 

He was no ſooner out of Pars, but he poſted 
in all haſt to the Frontiers of Prance, taking 
thence the Road to Luxemburgh , where he 
made a ſhort ſtay, till he could find ſome body 
fo charitable as to furniſh him with Money ; 
and indeed he was very hard put to it to find 
a Creditor ; but at length a Knight, who was 
altogether unknown to him , having Lent him 
Two hundred Crowns, he return'd to the Em- 
peror, with a Deſign to apply himſelf wholly 
ro his Service. For as for the Duke his Uncle, 
he ſaw well ic would be to no purpoſe to folli. 


cit him to permit his Return to Lorrain ; more. 


elpecially when he ſhould come to underſtand 
the ill Succeſs of his Voyage to Paris. 

The Emperor received the Prince with infi- 
nite marks, of his Aﬀection ; He teſtified his 
Sorrow for his being fo ill entertain'd by the 
Duke his Uncle and the King of France, and 
promiſed him his Protection as he had done 
before. | 

Soan after his Arrival at the Court of Vienna, 
the War brake out in Hurgary between the Em- 
Poms and the Turks TI not enter into the 
Particulars of that War, at what time the __ 
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Viſier appear'd at the Head of a Formidable 
Army, and in the laſt Battel that was fought, 
left behind him Eight thouſand Men ſlain upon 
the Place, beſides thoſe that were ſwallowed up 
in the River of Raab. | 

Now in regard all Chriftendom was con- 
cern'd in this War , all the Chriftian Princes 
ſent their Forces to joyn with the Emperors; 
and France among the reſt furniſhed his Impe- 
rial Majeſty with a conſiderable Afliftance of 
Men, that did him ſignal Service. 

And then it was that the Prince of Lorrazn, 
to whom the Emperor had already given an 
old Regiment of a Thouſand Horſe, percei- 
ving there wereinthe French and other T roops, 
a great number of Young Gentlemen, who had 
undertaken a long Journey , to ſignalize their 
Courage in that War, found the Incitements 
of his Emulation ſo importunate , that he be- 
ſought his Imperial Majeſty, to let him try his 
Fortune the next Campagne. But becauſe of 
the great hazards he was to run, in regard the 
Ottoman Army was prodigiouſty numerous, be- 
ſides, that the Prince was not ___—— Twen- 

ears of Age , the Emperor ht ir not 
p c that he to grant him his Requeſt. $0 
that the Prince faw himſelf compell'd to abide 
at Viemna, while others were gaining Honour 
in the Field. However not being able to over- 
rule himſelf, to give Obedience ro the Empe- 
ror in thoſe Commands that ſeem'd to curb 
him in the Acquiſitions of Future Fame, he 


privately withdrew from the Court and got to 


the Army, 
The 
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The Turks had then beſieged the Fort of 
Serini ; fo that the Prince thought he ſhould be 
ſoon enough to joyn the Succour that was al. 
ready ſent to relieve that Place. But the For 
wins, ns much ſooner than was expected, he 
was fruſtrated of thoſe Hopes. Nevertheleſs, in 
regard his Mind gave him that he ſhould ſigna.

Among 
whom, the firſt that Montecucul; met , was the 
Prince of Lorrain. So that ih regard he had no 
time to loſe, and that he could not make 
choice of what Men he pleasd, he only told 
the Prince, that in the prox hed Conjun- 


ure wherein he found himſelf, he was con- 
ſtrain'd to oppoſe his Regiment againſt the 
Fury of the Turks, till he could cauſe others to 
advance ; only that which troubled him beyond 
Expreflion was, to ſee the Danger to which of 
neceflity he muſt expoſe himſelf to fave the 
Honour of the Chriſtians.

And cauſed all that could 
removed to be carried away from 44vuſſon : 50 
that when the Duke arrived there, he found the 
Place deſerted.

But the Duke being unwil, 
ling to venture any farther into an extream 
Woody Country , returned witly a Deſign.to 
joyn the Prince of Saxpn Efſenacb, ini Alſutia'y 
though there were ſome milinderſtanding be- 
rweenthole two Generals,that did not a little pres 
judicethe Emperors Afﬀaurs,and fruſtrated all the 
Hopes of that Cam : And yer never had 
any General more of ſaccour than he had, 
This Prince, who fome Days before had 
coup'd up Monclare's Army in fach a Place, 
where of Neceflity they muſt have ſtarved of 
yielded, if Crequi had not reliev'd them, 
was at length penn'd up himſelf in an ny 
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the Rhine, between, the Bridge of Srrasburgh 
and the City ; which Crequi with Ten Thou- 
fand Horle and Dragoons had forc'd him to 
. betake to, with Three or Four Thouſand Men, 
to ſecure himſelf. Now in regard that he ex- 
pected either to be relieved by the Duke of 
Lorrain, or that the City of Sirazburgh wou'd 
uſe their Endeavours, he was refoly'd to ſubſiſt 
in the Iſland as long as it was pottble ; and 
during that time he tought with fo much Fury, 
that Crequi in ſeveral Skirmiſhes loft whole Re. 
giments, and ſeveral Officers of Note. But the 
City of Strashurgh, afraid of Crequi's Mcnaces, 
and deſirous to, Negotiate ſome Accommoda;

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lieving there was no more to be done, in re- 
gard that Crequz ſtill avoided a ſer Field, wn 
willing to tire out his Men, and _ refolvd 
to take up his Winter-Quarters berimes, he 
drew off. On the other ſide, Marſhal Crequi 
made a ſhew of 'doing; the fame. But fo ſoon 
as the Duke was far enough off from the French 
Army, Crequi Inveſted Friburgh with his Horls, 
while his Infantry marched ſlowly after to lay 
a formal Siege to the "Town. | | 
The Duke was ftrangely furpriz'd to hear of 
this ; and indeed he would hardly believe the 
News. But finding it confirm®'d by ſeverd 
Couriers, he diſparch'd away a Meſlenger to 
the Governor, to aſſure him of Relief, and bid 
him not be diſmay'd. But the Ways were 
bad by reaſon the Seaſon was fo far advancd, 
that notwithſtanding all the haſte he could 
make, he was hardly got half way, before he 
underſtood that the Governor had fſurrenderd 
This News, furpriz'd him more than the forme 
in regard he look*d upon the Place as worn 
to Capitulate ſo ſoon.

And therefore 
wing that the Beſieged did not mind the 
each, he reſolv'd to lodge ſome of his Men 
n it, which notwithſtanding the danger 
the Enterprize , was eſt: with a moſt 
daring Reſolution. In the mean time Marel- 
chal Schomberg having carried an Outwork that 
cured a Redoube which very much annoyed 
the Beſiegers, the Enemy fired from thence fo

terrify*d the Governor, that he deſird to Capi. 
culats. And ſo the Place was Surrendred 
after a Siege of Seven or Eight days. Which 
made many People believe , that there was 
Treachery in the Main. In a word , the In- 
pzrial Officers complain'd, that they had never 
any. Orders given them ; that a Council of 
War had never been call'd ; and thatr-the ſmall 
Reſiſtance which the French met - with made 
them the more bold to venture. And fora 
farther proof of a ſuſpeted Correſpondence 
in the Place , his Imperial Majelty caus'd the 
Governor to be Arreited ſome time after : but 
not being able to Convitt him of any thing but 
want of Courage , he gave him his Lien 
again ; ſaying only this , Thar he had very i 
perform'd his Duty, and that the Duke of Lr- 
rain could not be every where. | 
However, in regard that People make their 
Judgments of things by the Succeſs, the Duke 
of Lorrain was blam'd for leaving the Field 
ſoon, and not foreteeing the Siege. But thok: 


that judg?d more diſcreetly of the Aﬀeair, wer: 
_ of opinton, that ir was only a piece of ill Luck 


that attended the Duke : and that th he 


- had foreſeen Cregqui's Deſign, yet he could net 


foreſze that ſuch a ſtrong Ho!d as Fri 
ſhould Surrender within a Week. . That he ws 
not to omit the giving reſt to his Army for 


that, ſince he might have comt ſoon 


to relieve the Biace , had he been farther off 
than he was , would the Governor but hare 


: venturt{ the utmoſt Extremities of a Siege, 
; ther than have Surrender'd , almoſt betore as 


harm was done him. 
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But the French pufft up with this Succef, 
would not ſtop here , but away they march'd 
to Wilkrick , which cogether with ſome other 
Caſtles in the Neighborhood , they lay'd level 
with the Ground; and finding that was all they 
could do, they repailed the Rome, and betook 
themſelves to their Winter Quarters. 

During _theſe Tranſactions in Germany, the 
Negotiations for Peace went on, though very 
flowiy, at Numegoen. For the Mcdiators were 
along time before they could regulate the Ce. 
remonies , and manage the Concerns of eve. 
ry Prince; beſides, that the Ambaſſadors of the 
Princes intereſted , were not fo punctual in 
mzting at tie Place appointed, as the French 


Ambailadors were. 


The Prelident-Canon , and the Baron of - 


Serinchamp , who were the Duke of Lorrain's 
Plenipotentiarics, did not arr1vc tul toward the 
beginning of May 1677. And his Interelts, as 
being a Prince, whoiz Territories were unjuſtly 
ufurp'd by the French , gave the Mediators a 
great deal of Troub!c. lt or the King of France's 
Ambaſladors r<tus'd to 2dmit thof: two Mini- 
ſters: pretending ti:at they were not to hearken 
to their Propolals nor Demands. That the Bi- 
ſhop of Srr.a>mg. Agent was not Emery 
admitted to determine the Buſineſs tduching 
Prince /Hillyo-m of Furſten>rgy bis Brother; 


which the Imperialilts cppos'd, alledging thaz 


the Duke of LCrr-ain was a Soveraign Prince, 
wheres the Piinop of Str-s*urgh was no more 
than oneol the Emperor's Subjets,whole Diffe. 
rences and >u'tz cou'd no where be determin'd 
Lut within the Empir2, and þetore Judges that 
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had the proper Cognizance of them. And 


baſſadors would nat acknowledge the Duke of 
Lorrain's Miniſters to be Ambaſladors. 

The Preſident-Canon diſcourſed a long time 
in Private Conferences, to -_ that they had 
a Right to be — _— that Chara. 
&er. But in regard it all igmity* ing,u 
the 16th of M5 he preſented R—_—_ 
ta the Mediators, wherein he fo ſubſtantially 
ſet forth the Intereſts of the Duke his Maſter 
that the French Ambaſſadors were at a. lok 
what Anfwer to make. He ſex, forth, after he 
had laid open all the erty Litigious Niceties 
of the French, more eſpecially in the buſineſs 
of Pafsports, that when they knew not how to 
avoid giving the Duke the Titles of Duke and 
Brother, yet they had bethought themſelves of 
refuſing the Charatter of Ambaſſadors to his 
Miniſters : and that in the mean time, when 
they could not but agree that it was the Right 
of Soveraigns, which was never deny'd them; 

2t to elude the Matter ; and ſpin out the 
Brabble , they perſiſted in a Nicety of their 
own framing , that it behov'd the Duke of 
Ccrrain to prove that his Predeceffors ever ſent 
any Miniſters to the Courts of Foreign 'Princes 
under that Character. 

He confefs'd that ſuch a proof indeed would 
be a means to ſhorten the deciſion of the Con. 
troverſte, but that the French had carried away 
all the Papers and Records belonging to the 
Dutchy, un peniy ſoid them to .the Grocers 
ot Mets atd Nanci,and partly given %m among

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ſhew'd that the ſame Title was given to 
that were preſent at the Contract of 
between Duke Francs the Son of An- 
Mgrgaret of Auſtria, Charles the Fiſth's 
And to omit to prove that the 
of Lorrain had a Right to Ambaſla- 
dors, he cited ſeveral Alliances of the Dukes of 
that Family, among which there were no lefs 
than four Marriages with the Emperor's Daugh- 
ters, beſides that of Duke Frazcis , the Son 
of Antonie. 
All this manifeſtly prov'd the Duke of Lor- 
 noiys Right to ſend Ambaſſadors to Nimeghben, 
as well as the French. But in regard the French 
would not ſubmit to theſe Reaſons, - and far that

eace, thought it r to y ic 
of the word Ambaſlador, as long as they _ 
allow'd the Title of Plemypotentianies, - more 
eſpecially ſince the Emperor, the King of Spain,

&er of Ambaſſadors, the Preſident inſiſted no 
farther upon that Diſpute. 
So that now the Chief of which. that 
Miaiſtes complain'd of in his Memorial, were

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the Delays of the French Ambaſſadors, who 
had not vouchſafed to give any Antwer to the 
Propoſitions and Demands - of the Duke of 
Lorrain, though it had been fix Months fiace 
they were preſented. He added , thar' the 
French Ambaſſadors refuſed to Antwer, in re. 
gard the Duke: had no Minifters at Neg hen ; 
and afterwards they deny*d: to do .the fame 
thing, becauſe they were- come thither. ' He 
complain*d of the little Inclanation which he 
found in France to reſtore the Dutchies of Lor- 
rain and Bar , though ſhe knew - well enough, 
that without that Condition the Peace could 
never be concluded. And after he had ſet torth 
in a moſt Pathetical and inſinuating' manner, 
that the Duke" of Lorrain demanded nothi 
but his Patrimony, and the Inheritance of hs 
Anceſtors , which Six and fifty Dukes from 
whom he had the Honour to be delccnded, 
had e&'d , he carneltly.defir'd that they 
would preſs the French Ambailadors tor 'an 
Anſwer, and in the mean time, prepare them- 
{elves to do the Duke his Maſter Juttice. Burt 
notwithſtanding al the Importunity of the Me- 
diators, i was above Nine or 'Ten Mons be- 
fore the Preſident could ger a' poſitive Anfwer. 
Bur at length the King himſef having drawn 
up the draught of a Peace which he fent to his 
Ambaſſadors, and which was deliver'd the 15th 
of April 1678. to the Ambaſſadors and NMini- 
ſters of the Confederates by the Eng.ith Mcdia- 
tors, the Duke of. Lorran/?s Plenipotentiarics 
after they had read what concern'd the reſt 
of the Princes interetted , found the King of 
France's Deglaration , That to give the matt 
undoubted 
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andoubted Tefimony imaginable of his De. 
fires of Peate(;i what Reaſons ſoever he mighr 
have 'xo keep the Poſſefiion , yet he was 
wiling to: reitore it to the Duke of Lorrain, 
under ong. of: the two Alternatives which he 
left to his &hoice. [The tirft was to reſertle him, 
according to the Articles of the Pyrenean Trea- 


ty, without any Alkeration at all. The ſecond 
was to reſtore him generally to all his Terri-

through his Fgontiers»into A/ſaria , as alſo fiich

rcaiv?d the Dukes deſign, encamp'd within 
Fad a League of Rhbinefelde ; and at length, 

through the ſeveral Movements of both Armi 
they came within ſight of each other,being only 
ſeparated by the River Ez, which was every 
where Fordable. However, neither of them 
would begin firſt ; in regard of the narrow 
Lanes that were between 'em, extreamly to 
the diſadvantage of them that ſhouldbe the firſt 
Aſilant. Only the Imperialiſts ſent out ſome 
Parties that took ſome few Priſoners, and fre- 
quently alarum'd the French Army. Thus the 
ewo Armies ſeperated for a time, but foon after 
came in view of each other again, upon the 
Banks of the ſame River. And they lay fo 
near one to the other, that there was not aday 
that paſt without Skirmiſhes, wherein ſfome- 
times the French, ſometimes the Imperialiſts got 
the better. And this was all that the Move. 
ments of thoſe two Armies produc'd. For it 
was in vain for the Duke to torment himſelf to 
bring Crequi to a Battel : His defgn being only 
to tire out the Imperialiſts, as he had done the 
year before, to prevent their deſigns upon Fri- 
burgh , and till to ſeize upon ſome advantage- 
ous Poſt trom whence he could not be ftorc'd ; 
his buſineſs bing only to ſtand upon his Guard. 
The Duke of Lorram was vex*'d to the Soul 
to ſee all his Micafures thus broken, and that he 
could not force th2 Enemy to Fight, finding 
there was no way to Ering about his deſigns but 
by Þ2acing the Enemy out of the Field. 30 
that not knowing what courſe totake, he paſs'd 
the Kiver E/:z, and poſted himſeif berween 
Brijack and the French Army, belicving that 
ro 
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to be the way to force Marſhal Crequz to de- 
_—_ and reduce him to a neceſliry of giving 
Batte ; 

'Tis true, Crequi decamp'd the fame day, but 
he fo ſtrongly fortified himſelf upon a Hill 
within half a e of Friburgh, that it was a 
difficult thing for the Imperiahits to attack him 
with any advantage. However, the Duke ly- 
ing between them and' Briſack, he thought 
want of Viuals would force the French Camp 
to alter their Ground ; for that they could have 
no Proviſions but from Fribwrgh, and that it was 
not likely he would ſtarve a place which was 
at the ſame time threatned with a Siege. On 
the other ſide the Duke flattering himſelf, that 
while his Army was able to Jubſiſt in their 
Poſt , he gl be able to approach Fryurgh, 
he began to be full of new hopes. But the 
want of Proviſion being no leſs in the Imperial 
Army than in the French Camp , he was him- 
ſelf conſtrain'd to diſlodge, | ke the dilap- 
pointment of all his Expectations. 

It would be too tedious for meto ſerfdown the 
ſeveral Movements of both Armies; the care that 
Crequi took to prevent the Deciſion of the fate 
of Friburgh by a Battel ; the great endeavours 
of the Duke of Leorrain, and the good and bad 
Succeſles that befel him this Campagne. Two 
or three times he defeated conſiderable Parties 
of the Enemy ; he took ſeveral Priſoners, ſome 
Colours, and in ſeveral Encounters put to flight 
great Detachements of the French y, as in 
that which happen'd near the River Kintz, 
where the Marquis of Rannes, Colonel General 
of Dragoons was Slain while he was endeavou- 
N 3 " rug 
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ring to Rally his routed Men. On the other 
ſide the Enemy took ſeveral Priſoners, ſome 
Colours, and two pieces of Artillery, and de. 
feated Count Starenbwrgh in the Plain of Rhine. 
feildt , and having tforc'd hun to Retreat with 
the reſt of his Parry, that had made a mot 
noble Defence , purſu'd the Imperialiſts with 
fo much vigour to the Bridge of Rhinfeild: , fo 
that if the Governor had not pull'd up the 
Draw-Bridge, and Sacrific'd tome of the Em- 

erors Men, Crequi might have enter'd the 
ND and made himſelf Maſter of it , as he 
did of the Caſtle of O:ranburgh,the Fort of Kell, 
the Star Fort, and the Iſland and Caſtle of 
Lickſtenvergh. 

By which Succeſſes of the French Army this 
Campagne, it is apparent ,- that the Duke of 
Lorrais was much deceiv*d in the great Expe- 
ations, with which he flattered himſelf at the 
beginning of the year. However it wasneither 
want of Courage, or through any raſh and ill 
conſulted Act of his own , that he fail'd in his 
deligns. % But there were twa things that very 
much contributed to his ill Succeſs. The firit 
was, T hat he never receiv'd ſo much Money 
as was neceſſary for the ſubſiſtanee of his Men, 
as he highly complain'd ; and for that the Em+ 
perors Miniſters, cither through Treachery, or 
want of Foreſight, not having provided fuffici- 
ent Magazines,he was conſtrain'd to quit thoie 
Polts, whercin if he could have fubſiſted but 
three or four days, he might have laid Siege to 
Friburgh, as he ſ:nt Word to the Emperor by 
Count A4..../cldr, The Second thing, was, the 
little Vigour and Heart which he found in cr

moſt part of the Officers ; which made him loſe 
the only opportunity that he had” of giving 
Battel, which happen'd fome time after che 
Encounter, whcrem the Marquis of Rennes was 
Slain. 
For Briſgau, where the two Armies lay, 
was {6 waited, that there was no Proviſion letr 
ether for Horſe or Man. Therefore Marſhal 
Crequi, whoſe Army was in great want of both, 
reſolv'd to paſs the River K:»ts, beyond which 
there Jay a tertile Plain, where he might ſubſiſt 
for ſome time. So ſoon as the Duke had notice 
of his deſign, he encamp'd himſelf upon the 
River ſide to hinder his paſſage, bur not being 
able to prevent him, he remov'd to an advan- 
tageous Poſt, where he could not believe the 
Enemy durſt have Attack'd him, orthathe had 
any ſuch deſign. Nevertheleſs the French Ge- 
necral, who thought himſelf the more numerous, 
and was delirous to make the beſt of fome dil- 
order then in the Imperial Army , refolvd to 
hazard a Battel And having retted his Men 
jor ſome time after their pathing the River, he 
march'd directly toward the Imperialilts. 

The Duke , who percciv'd the Marſhals de- 
ſign, and defird nothing more than to Fight, 
preſentiy call'd a Counci! of War; where were 
preſent the Principal Officers of the —_ : 
ro whom he urg'd all the Reaſons he could, 


why they ought not to refuſe giving Parrel. Pur 
there was not one of his Opinion ; every one 
affirming, that it would be a great picce of Im- 
prudence to do it, and that ke mutt wait ano-

the French Army. Adding withall, that if he 
would venture a Battel , it would be berter to 
ITS 
.own Country , which. w me a 
to the Enemy, ſhould they looſe the V ory 
| more eſpecially ſince Crequi could not avoid 
repaſling the River for want of Proviſiofi. $o 
that he was forced to retreat under the Cannon 
of Offcnburgh ; which fell out ill for him. For 
it being long before they came to this Reſult, 
hs had no ſooner given Orders to Retrcat, but 
Marſhal Crequi was at hand, and fell upon the 
Imperial Guards. Nevertheleſs how grear foe. 
ver the diſorder were at firſt in the Imperial 
Army, by reaton they were in a quandary 
whether to Figluc or Fly ; however, at length 
they made good their Retreat to Offenburgh, 
and there fecured themſelves with the loſs of 
about Eight Hunderd Men. The French alfo 
loſt as many ; but notwithſtanding the equality 
ot the loties, the Duke of Lorram was ſtrangely 
dejecied to fee ftich a failure of Reſolution in 
his Oftncets; believing thet if his Advice had 
been followed, they had cut the French Army 
to pieces. Eut in 1egard the French had burnt 
the Bridge of 5;rawn gh , and that there was a 
neceflirv ©; making a new one, it was impotlt- 
bie ter tum to und<iike any thing * more , 
though hc had paſsd the River near Phi/ips- 
b:rgh,' All that he could do was todefeat fome 
Parties, and to ſeize upon Landau, which 11 
regard it was 2ot tenable, he quitred, after the 
Scaidiers had ſatfciently Plunder'd ic. Bur theſe 
were 'petty * Exploits in ' Compariſon of the 
Brutkes whicli he' teceiv'd , and na way an- 
ot 6 Fn ED fyerable 
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ſwerable to the great Hopes with which he had 
filld ns Mind at the beginning of the Cam- 
page * —_—_— =_ he acknowledged he 

done nothi ear ; though it was 
none of bo Fark that A happen'd fo un- 
luckily : Of which his Imperial Majeſty was 
fully convinc'd. 

Nevertheleſs, in regard that at the fame time, 
the Spaniards and Hollanders tr'd out with the 
Hardſhips and Expences of the War, had ac- 
cepted and Sign'd the Peace upon the beſt 
Conditions they. could get, and for thar all the 
reſt of the Princes and States were jult ready 
to do the ſame, the Emperor ſceing that what- 
ever Afliſtance he had receiv'd from the Allies, 
it was impofiible for him to prevail on this ſide 
the Rhine, refolv'd to follow the Example of 
Spain, and the States-General. 'Thereupon he 
ſent the Duke Word to repaſs the Rhine : upon 
which Crequi, not under{tanding his Deſign, 
yet fearing he had ſtill an Eye upon Friburgh, 
croſs'd the River after him : but finding him 
bend his March another way, he retumn'd back 
with his whole Army ; and after he had Ga- 
riſon'd the Caſtle ot Lichtenvergh, and demo. 
liſh'd the Srar-Furt, and that of the Iſland, both 
Armies took up their Winter-Quarters, in ex- 
peation of the General Peace, winch by this 
time all the Princes had Signd, except the 
Duke of Lnrin, who diſdaining the Condi- 
- tions, to which the King of France would have 
ſubjected him, rather choſe to live a Private 
Lite then Sign a Treaty 1a Diſhonourable: and 
all Men were of Opinion that he took the beſt 


way,

Now in regard the King of France would 
not acknowledge the Duke of Lorrain's Envoy 
for Ambailadoes, he never would treat with 
them. In jhort, the French Ambaſſadors had 
enly Power to treat with the five Princi 
Confederates, who were at-War with 
Crown. So that the Duke of Lorraen, after e. 
veral Conteſts, being confſtrain'd to put him. 
ſelf, as it were, under the Wings of ſome one of 
the Free, retcrr'd all his Bulineb to the Em 
ror's Miniſters. Thoſe Ambailadors ther 
were to Stipulate for the Dukes Pretentions,and 
to procure a Ratification of ſuch Articles as 
thould be agreed on ; becauſe they were in- 
ferted into the Draughe of the Peace between 
the King of France and their Maſter. But they 
were at a !of, when they found that the Preh- 
dent-Canon had protetted that the Duke of 
Lorain wouid never Sign the Peace upon the 
Conditions impo3d upon him by France, with- 
our fuch a Moderation as might render them ac- 

le. Andthereiore they dzciar'd, that ſince 

the Condicions were fo hard, it the King of 
France would rermet nothing of their Sevciity, 
they ought to be raz'd out of the Treaty, or a 
Declaration made, that they were not to be ad. 
| judg'd as compriz'd therein, in regard the Em- 
_ could not Sign them as agreed by him. 
this rais'd a new Difficulty ; for that the 
Ambaſſadors of France made an{wer, That the 
King their Maſters Ratitication which they had 
Mm their Hands, wes plain and clear, and o the 
Emperor's alſo ought to be. So that aſter ſe- 
yeral fruit!?iſs Cavils and Contentions, they 
eondeſcended to declare, That his Imperial 
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Majeſty was no farther oblig'd in reference to 
the Articles which concern'd the Duke of Lor- 
rain, then the King of France had declard him- 
ſelf to be. Afﬀer which they deſir'd that the 
Peace between France and the Duke might be 
reſerv*d till another time ; proteſting they were 
ready to Sign the Peace upon thoſe Conditions ; 

which was done accordingly Febr. 5. 1679. 
The Duke of Lorrain, having no more to do 
in Germany, after the concluſion of the Peace, 
retir'd to Viewna, where the Queen of Poland 
his Wife was at that time, with a deſign 
to ſerve the Emperor in Hungary, it he 
ſhould deem it neceiſary. For the Troubles of 
Hung «ry were never yet fo well extinguiſh'd, 
but that there ſtill remain'd ſome Coals of Diſ- 
content that wanted only blowing up. In the 
mean time, the Duke had been fo generous, 
that when he proteſted, by his Miniſters, a- 
gainſt the Articles propounded to him by 
France, he cansd them to declare at the ſame 
time, that his meaning was not thercby to be 
accompted an Enemy of France, much leſs of 
the Moſt Chriſtian King. For he hadyet ſome 
glimmering Hopes, that the Haughty Monarch, 
over-ruled by the perſwaſive Dictates either of 
Honour or Conſcience, would art length furren- 
der back his unjuſt Uſurpations. Bur in regard 
the King of France, when he vouchſaf*d that 
Peace to Emrope, had his Deſigns, which ſince 
have too notorioully appeard, the Duke of 
Lorraw's Territories lay too conveniently for 
him, to reſtore them back under other Con- 
ditions, then thoſs which he had made himſelf 
His deſign, if he could have brought it _— 
> 
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being to have made himſelf Maſter of all Ger. 
many, after that by the Peace of Nimeghen, he 
had broken the e that was enter'd into 
againſt him : and therefore of neceſſity he wx 
to keep Lorrain; or if he did reſtore it to the 
Duke, it was to be done in ſuch a manner, that 
he might drive him out again when he pleasd, 
as he had done the Duke his Uncle. >o that 
the Duke of Z:77.in was deceiv'd, to expett as 
he did the Reſtoration of his Country, unle 
he would retoiveto be as greata Slavein France,as 
Charles TV. after ſeveral Treaties which he had 
Sign'd. 

7 that not ſpend time to ſhew that one of 
the Deſigns of France in the General Peace, was 
in concluſion to ſurprize the Empire. For the 
Publick Rejoycings at Viemma were hardly over, 
before the King of France ſeiz'd Stracburgh, 
which he diſmember'd from the Empire, and 
incorporated into the Crown of France. And 
by what was ſoon after diſcover'd, Montieur 

e Nantoil*s Embaſly to Conſtaminople in the year 
1673, Was only to make an Alliance between 
the Moſt Chriitian King and the Turk, to 0- 
blige the Grand Signior to invade Hungary. 

However 1t were, the E or having u7e- 
concilahly cinbroil'd himfelf with the Prote- 
ſtarts of wat Kingdom, by depriving them of 
their Churci25, and the Exerciſe of their Re- 
Iigion, h.{ ::courſe to Prince Avaff,, who ſent 
them Alliitance at the ſame time under the 
Com:nand of Count Teckeley, who had with- 
drawn himſelf into Tran/uvania, where he had 


ſo wrought himlſeif into the Favour of that' 


Prince, that in a ſhort time after he became his 
Prime 
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Prime Miniſter. After the death of Count 
Paul 1V:ſſclini, General of the Male-Contcents, 
Teckeley was advanced in his Room ; and he 
became no lefs Formidable then Weſſelini had 
been, while the Male-Contents, got ground at 
2 very great rate. But in regard that after the 
Peace with France, the Emperor bent his whole 
Force __ them ; fearing therefore to be 
overwhelm'd with numbers, putthemſelves

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The Emperor, who had ſome fiſpition at 
firſt that Malecontents held Correſpon. 
dence with the Turks, made ſeveral Propoſals 
to the Port to renue the Truce, which was noe 
yet expir'd by many Years; 1 ng by that 
means, that he ſhould make a full Diſcovery of 
their Intentions. On the other ſide, the Turks 
made a ſhew of. being willing ro renew the 
Truce ; fo that there ſeem'd to be a perfe& 

ood Underitanding betweenthe Two Empires, 

evertheleſs, at the beginning of the Year 1672, 
the Emperor's Reſident at Conſtantinople gave 
Advice, That the Grand Sigmior made fuch vaſt 
Preparations jor War, as could no longer be 
conceal'd, and that it was to be preſum'd that 
though thoſe Preparations were pretended on- 
ly for the Succour of the Maleconrtents, yet the 
Turks had a farther Aim. 'Thereupon the Em. 
peror, deſirous to be fully inform'd of what 
was tranſacted at the Port, ſent thither the Count 
de C iprara, under the Character of his Ambaſ- 
fador, who in a ſhort time after wrote word 
chat the Conditions upon which the Grand vig- 
nior was willing to conſent to a Pro'ongation of 
the Truce, were fo unjuſt, and 1o unreafon- 
able, thac there was no queſtion but the Turks 
had proposd them to hinder any Accommo- 
dation with the Malecontents, ot whorn they 
had declared themſelves ro be Protectors, and 
tom thence to derive a pretence to make War 
upon Hwigary, Nor was this all: For the Turks

mer. And while they were Negotiating the

In ſon , the Emperor was allurd at laſt, 
that the Preparations which were-made at Com- 
fantinople, and other parts of the O:zoman Em- 
pire, exceeded all thar had been made againſt 
Chriſtendom for above thele Hundred rams 
before ; that the Grand Signior had declared 
War againſt Hungary ; that he was to go him- 
lf to Belgrade t+ 864 to give Notice that his de- 

was reſoly'd upon, he had given Order 
the Horſe-Tails to be ſer over the Gates of 
the Seraglio ; and in a ſbort time after he re- 
ceivd certain Intelligence that the Orroran Ar. 
my was its Masch. So that it was con- 
ed the Emperor's Court, that the Tarks 
bad ſome extraordinary Deſign, if it were nor

The Duke of Lorrawn, who was newly reco- 
ver'd from a Fit of Sickneſs, which had held 
tam all the Winter , could not go the Year be- 
fore into Hungery, where his Preſence would 
haye been highly neceſſary.

The Emperor 
argved there the Sixth of May 1683. where he

was reduc'd, was to lodge as many of his Foot 
as it was poſlible in certain Houſes about a 
quarter of a League from Newhavſel , to favour 
his Retreat : aker which , he beat a March, 
and retreated towards Comoyrs ; which he rc- 
inforced with a conſiderable Relief. Never- 
theleſs, in regard the Turks advanc'd, he con- 
tinu'd his March to the Iſland of Sczutt , and 
having paſs'd the Raab upon a Bridge which he 
caus'd to be laid over the River, he en- 
camp'd in a very Advantagecous Poſt.

vag'd all before ?em with Fire and Sword as 
far as the River Leithe, which kparates Hung -

The Duke of 
Lorrain was vex'd to thevery Soul toſee himſelf 
conſtrained out of Complaiſance, to ſubmit to 
the Advice of a Prince who had left his King.

the laſt place had put to flight a numerous and 
formidable Army, who was almoſt within a 
hairs breadth of Vieory, and entring Triun- 
phant into Viema.

In the mean time , the Duke of Lorrain”s 
Meaſures, who aſpir*d to nothing lefs than the 
utter Deſtruction of the Orroman Forces, were 
broken; and that which them totally qut 
of order, was this, That ſome of the Contede- 
rates, believing that they had done h in 
contributing, toward the Relict of Vienna, 
to talk of returning home , and the Elector of 
_ drew off in good earneſt with his Men ; 
and fome other Princes were jult upan follow- 
ng his le, which would never hare {o 
fallen out , if by a ſpeedy March all the Chri- 
{tian Princes had been, 'engag'd to purſue the 
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indeed the Nuke of Lorram, rightly 
apprehending and fearing that his Deligns 
would all miſcarry, if the Confederate Princes 
thould forſake him , labour*d fo indefatigably 
to engage thoſ2 Princes not to abandon the 
Emperor at fuch an Important Conjunet re, 
that excepting the EleQtor of Saxony , all the 
reſt of the Princes were determin'd to continue 
the Campagne. However Things fel! out quite 
otherwile. 
Ar firſt they tx/k'd of Dividing:the Army

rable either for Reducing of Hungary, 'or laying 
Sizge to ſome ſtrong Town. | 
t was'impofſible to foreſee where the Turk 
deſign'd to 'thake a ſtand ; and therefore the 
Dnke was of Opinion , That the Chriſtians 
ſhould-go and find *em out. And his Advice 
being approved by his Imperial Majeſty and 
the King of Pcland , the Polith and Imperial 
Armics fee forward upon the 18th, and tw 
days after encaniped near Presburgh, there to 
ſtay for the Confederate Forces which had pro. 
mis*d to joyn them. But they having altered 
their Reſolutions, while their Captairis for par.

camp'd the 2d of October at Weſwar \, which 
not tar diſtant from Comorrs, There they had 
Intelligence, that Count Teckeley, with the Force 
of the Male-Contents , was at Levents, Tlut 
the Body of the Turkiſh Army lay near Buds; 
that the Grand Viſier had ſent a conliderable 
Deraciment toward Gran ; and that he 
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put Four Thouſand Men unto Newhauſel , to

But the King of Poland was ſooner advanc'd 
within an Hours March of Barcam, but he was 
informed by fome of the firſt Troops of his 
Vanguard, that fome»Squadrons of the Enemy 
appear*d. Upon which, he ordered a De- 
tachement to repel them; which was vigoroully 
done, while the Turkiſh Cavalry gave ground! 
but b.ing ſeconded by a greater Number, the 
Polith Lroops that fell on firſt were repulſed 
themſelves ; to whoſe relief the King at the 
ſame time ſ-nt ſome other Squadrons. And 
now the Fight being equal, he advanced him» 
ſelf with ail his Horſe : Put then it was, that

The Duke of Lorram heing informed that

But he foon found upon 
his Arrival, that the Poliſh Horſe were utterly 
Broken,and that the Turks purſued them cloſe ar 
the Heels. The firlt thing therefore that he did, 
was to range the *foremoſt of the Impgrial 
Troops ; which he had no ſooner done, bur he 
advanced toward the Enemy , and his-appea- 
rance put them into ſuch a Conſternation, that 
they immediately berook themſelves to fhght, 
pr retir'd under the Guns of Barcam. The 
King of Poland was fo far advanced, and in 
many places fo openly —_— , on purpoſe 
to encourage his Men by his own Example, 
that for ſome time *rwas thought he had been 
taken by the Infidels ; for he was one of the 
laſt that retreated, and that a long time too 
after the Duke of Lorrain had routed the Otto. 
man Troops. And indeed fuch was the Terror 
that ſtill continued among the Polanders, nor- 
withſtanding their Fortnuace Reſcue , that the 
Prefence of the.

This Opportunity was too favourable, not 
to make the beſt of it iinmediately. Theretore 
the Chriſtian Army advanced, and the Duke 
cauſed a Battery to be raiſed, from whence the 
Chriſtians play*d fo. furiouſly upon the Fort, 
chat the Gariſon hung out a white Flag, deſired 
to Capirulate, and Surrendred upon Compoſi- 
tion.

But the Duke of Lorram returning anſwer, 
That it behoved the Male Contents to quit the 


Turks, and lay down their Arms before they 


could be heard ; the Council proceeded no far- 
ther. And now it being neceſſary to think 
of the Preparations for the next years Cam- 
pagne , the Duke left th? Command of the 
Army to the Count de Rivara, and departed 
for Lints, where the Emperor then kept his 
Court, and arrived there the 3d of December. 
As for the King of Poland, he had deſign'd \ 
to ſpend the Winter in the Quarters which 
he had made choice of; nevertheleſs he chang'd 
hs Mind, and returned with his Army intohis 
own Dominions ; which was no ſmall Trouble 
to the Emperor. But the Duke of Lorrain giv- 
ing him great Hopes that he ſhould be able 


to 
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to reduce Hungary without the Aſfiſtance of his 
Majeſty of Poland , and thoſe other Confede- 
rates that were already gone home , he put his 
Confidence in the Duke, who in the midſt of 
the Divertiſements of the Court , and the Ca- 
reſſes of theQueen of Poland his beloved Spoule, 

no time, but took care for all things that 
might contribute to his being early in the Field 
the next Campagne ; and enable him to ſtriks 
new Terrors into the Armies of the Turks and 
Male-Contents. 

The raiſing the Siege of YViewna, the taking 
of Barcam and Gray, the reducing of ſeveral of 
the Free "Towns of Upper Hungary, of which 
the King .of Poland had made himſelf Mafter 
in his ch, and ſeveral other Vidories which 
the Chriſtians had won, ſo —y allarum'd 
the Grand Seignior , that during the Winter, 
he made extraordinary Preparations, to endea- 
your the repairing of ſo many Loſſes which he 
had fſuſtain'd. And in regard the ill Succeſs of 
his Arms in Hungary was attributed unanimouſly 
to the fll Condudt of Cara-Muſtapha (that was 
the Name ef the Grand Vilier) the firſt thing 
he did, -was' to Strangle thar Minilter, 
and to fer up another in his room to Com- 
mand the Armies. In ſhort, the time being 
come to take the Field, Cars 1brabim, who 1uc- 
cceded the former, having received the Batoor 
of Command, departed from Adrianople, Fune 
the 16th, 1684. and went to joyn the Otto- 
man Army. 

Now if this ſame New Viſier made*uſe of all 
his Abilities to defend himſelf the beit he could, 
the Duke of Lorrain was no leſs indefatigable

In the mean time, while the Chriſtians Be. 
fieged New hauſel, the Turks furprized the lower 
Town of Vicegrade, which they fir{t Plundered, 
and then ſet on Fire , after they had put the 
greateft part of the Inhabitants to the Sword, 
and taken the reſt Priſoners. Whichdonethey 
went to Beſiege Gray, in hopes to make ther.

Bomb the Place, with greater Fury , if ut may 
be ſo laid, than before. Aiter which he cauſed 
the Mine to be ſprung, which he had 
to Perfection before (ot Summoned the : 
bur the Mine not producing that Effe& which 
was expected, bur rather the contrary j as ha- 
ving overthrown the foremolt Poſts of the Im. 

rial Trenches, there was a Neceflity of de. 
hich the Aſſault till another time. - Which 
was done accordin y three or four days after, 
upon the 25th of 7 ly , about fix of the Clock 
in the Evening. At what time there was moſt 
deſperate firing on both ſides. If the Cannon, 
and Bombs, the Carcaſſes, the Granado's, 
and ſmall ſhot of the Betiegers caufed on 
the one ſide the moſt Prodigious Noiſcs of 
Havock and Deſtru&tion , fafficient to aſtoniſh 
the moſt undaunted ; on the other ſide, the 
continual Peals of Cannon and Stone Mortar. 
Pieces from the Befieged , accompanied with 
Showers of Arrows , Darts , Bombs and other 
Inſtruments of Death, which they rolled from 
the uy of the Breaches, where they ſtood with 
their Bodics expoſed, without any ſhelter, to 
all Varictics of Death , gave the Chriſtians to 
nnderftand that they had to do with Men tally 
determin'd to ſell their Lives at a dear rate. 

The Imperialifts were they that advanced 
the fartheſt, and lodged themſelves where the 
Pelieged were entrench'd : but they had much 
ado to preferve the Poſts which they had won, 
by reaſon of the Mines which the - from COft- 
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tinually S » fo that you mighe ſee two or 
three Hondred Men Moan 4-0, wk the Air at 
2'time. And the Reſiſtance which the Beſt 
made was ſo great , that the Impenaliſts thar 
came on to the Aﬀfaule were repulſed no leſs 
chan three times with conſiderable loſs. Which 
the Duke of L-rrain perceiving from the place 
where he gave his Orders, advanced himſelf ro 
the foot of the Breach,with freſh Succors to re- 
lizve the reſt. And his Preſence animated the 
Sldiers in fach a manner, that ſecing their Ge- 
neral expoſing his Perſon like the meaneſt of 
them , to the moſt apparent Dangers, and as 
hand to give a Teſtimony of their Actions, 
my forced the Infidels out of their Lodgments, 
and gain'd a Rounde!, upon which depended 
mn a manner the taking of the 'I own. 

Nor had the Ele&or of 3+:-2rza 2nd the 
Troops of Brandenburgh Icls ſucces in theAtlaults 
which they made, then the Duke of L1rr2i: on 
his fide. This Afſault, which was the ſecond 
that was given, laſted about three hours ; at 
what time Night eoming on , would not per- 
mit them to advance any farther. The Duke 
himſelf was alſo wounded the laſt time in' the 
Leg with a Stone, and his Aſtiſtant Camp-Ma- 
ſter-General was killed ciofe by him. And now 
all things were ready prepared to carry the 
Place by Storm. But the Duke of Lorram, deem- 
ing it convenient for the Service of the Em- 
peror, to avoid that Extremiry, ſent a'{zcond 
time to Summo: the Bafla to furrender. And 
then the Baſſa, who began already to fear the 
worſt,was grown ſomewhat more humble in his 
Langue then formerly. Thereupecnhe wrote 
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two Letters, one direted to the Duke of Lyr. 
rain, the other to the EleRor of Bavaria, 
Wherein, after he had repreſented the Impor. 
tance of the Preſervation of Buda to the Ore. 
1ezs,25 being both the __ Conſtantinople and 
Feruſalem, ſo that he could nat reſolve to fur. 
render it into the Hands of the Chriſtians , he 
propoſed to the two Generals the choice of any 
other City in Hungary, which he would deliver 
into their Poſſeflion, - provided they would at 
the ſame time raiſe the Siege, and make a gene, 
ral Peace. But that Propoſal being rejected, 
they prepared for a third general Ailault, which 
Was AcOrcFngly ren threedays after; at what 
time the-lImperaalifts advanced their 

to the Foot of the third Wall, which environed 
the Ciry, though not without the loſs of a great 
many Men. * 

But while the Town was thus ſtreighten'd, 
and the Beſieged reduced to the laſt Extremi- 
ty, the Ottoman Army came boldly on, with 
a purpoſe cither to put Relief into the Town, 
or force the Chriſtians in their Lines. And it 
Was believed that Mabomet TV. would have 
appeared at the Head of that Army. But Se 
Iyman whom he had wholly engaged , by con- 


 terring upon him the Charge of Grand Viſiter, 


which was "That he gap'd after, diverted him 
from the Expedition, by laying before him, 
that he could not march, without a nu 


 merous Train of ufele(s Perſons ; and by cok 


ſequence a great Number of his Forces that 
were © be otherwiſe employ'd, would be taken 


off from all other Service, bur that of Gyarding 


his Pexſon. $9 that his HighaeS fb 
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to thoſe and fome other Reaſons which he al 
ledg'd, retir*dto Conſtantinople; and the Grand 
Vifier took upon him the Command of the Ar. 
my, with a new Seraſquier, whom he ſent be- 
fore with Twenty thouſand Men ; and follow'd 
him with Thirty thouſand more , and Forty 
Pieces of Cannon , expecting ſome other Re. 
cruits to joyn him. So that the Ottoman Ar-. 
my, upon the Congunction of the Tartars,which 
happen'd in a ſhort time after , was about a 
Hundred thouſand Men. * 

With this Army the Grand Viſier preſented” 
himſelf ſeveral times in view of the Enemies 
Camp, ſent ſeveral of his Detachements of the 
choiceft of his Men,and by ſurprize put in ſome 
ſmall Succors into the Town. Bur (in regard

buſted in the Aſſault, the Turks ſhould endea- 
vour to force their Lines, and they be in dan. 
ger of being themſelves Beſi Cs Brrcks Duke 
of Lorrgin making it evident by ſeveral Reaſons, 
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that there was nothing to be feared on that ſige ; 
That beſides, - there was a kind of Confidence 
in the Chriſtians, which did in a manner aſſure 
them of Victory ; and that moreover, the hope 
of Pillage would make them Fight with more 
vigour againſt the Town than againſt the Ene. 
my in the Field, where there was nothing to be 
got but Blows 5 his Advice was immediately 
tollowed, and all things prepared ready for the 
Onlfer. | 44 

Immediately Thirty thouſand Horſe and 
Foot were drawn out of the Lines, and put in 
Order of Bartel in a Plain oppoſite to the 
Front of the Ground which the Enemies pol- 
lefled. The Duke of Lorram's Deſign being to 
amuſe the Enemy, by making as it he intended 
to Attack them, and by that means to put 
them out of hopes of making any Advantage of 
the Time ſpent in the Aſlault,- or of endeavou- 
ring to force the Chriſtians Lines ; and it fell 
out as was intended : For;the: Vitier , whether 
he were ſecure of any Succeſs in the Aſlault,or 
whether he. were afraid to fight the Chriſtian 
Forces, never budged out of his Camp. 

The next day ther:fore the 'Beliegers gave 
the Onſet, after the Duke of Lorrain, the Elector 
of Bavaria, and General Schoping , who com- 
manded the Brandenburgers in their ſeveral 
Attacks , had given all ſuch Orders as they 
thonght Neceſlary. Never was any Afault 
purſued with more Vigor and undaunted Cou- 
rage, and never. did Gariſfon better defend it 
telf than that of Buda at that time.

who without daring to make any Attempt to 
rclieve it, ſuffer'd the taking by Storm of 1o 
important a Place as that was, and of which, 
the Infidels had been in Poſſeſſion near a Hw-;

The fame day the Imperial Army arriv'd at 
Walpo, and two days after croffing the River ;

ment of Five Regiments to reinforce the Block- 
ade of A gr 1a. The Duke of Lorrain was thought 
too adventurous to paſs the Drave, and expole 
the Army without any neceſfity, to fo many 
Hardſhips ; and that it was too dangerous a 
Hazard. Burt theſe were Reflexions after the 
thing was done, and grounded only upon the 


fll Succeſs of the Enterpriſe. Fbr the deſign of 


the Duke was to have drawn the Grand Viſier 
toa Bartel ; and if he had the ill luck not to 
ſucceed, and be oblig'd to a Retreat, all that 
can be concluded irom thence is, Thatno Man 
always Fortunate. Howeveritwefe, we maſt 
acknowledge, that no Man could have Retreated 
with more Honour and Prudence than he did. 
AndI would fain _ whether it be not an

Aﬀer the Retreat of the Duke of Lorrain, 
the Grand-Vitier was once in a mind to have 

zurſu'd the Imperialiſts ; but then again believe, 
ing that this Retreat was but ſeign'd to draw 
him our of his Entrenchments, he let them re- 
treat without any diſturbance. But then again 
as firmly bebeving, that the Retreat of the 
Chriſtians was a real Fiight, he quitted the 
Faſtneſs where he lay, and encamp'd near 
Darda, Neverthelefs, there being nothing which 
he dreaded more, then to come to Handy. 
ptroaks with the Chriitians, he took great care 
to entrench himſelf, and kept himſelf very quiet 
in his Camp. On the other ſide, the Duke of

extended theirs. And indeed the Turks fell on 
briskly and vigorouſty. But the Duke of Bavaria 
ſtood the Shock like a great Captain; and though 


_ he exposdhimlſelf as much as any Common Sol. 


dier, and flew about from one place toanother, 
he receiv'd only a flight Wound in the Hand 
with a Musket Buller. 
While the Left Wing was thus engagd, the 
Duke of Lorrain drew up the Right Wing in 
the form of a Half Moon, the right Horn of 
which extended ro the: Enemies Flank, with 
whom they were already in cloſe fight ; and 
the left Horn extended toward a Body of Spa- 
hi's and Janifaries that were thundring down 
upon 'em. . The Combat was long and bloody ; 
and it was obſervable, that the Turks fought in 
much better Order than they w'd-ro de, and 
with , much more Cayrage ; | but for all that, 
they were forced to give'ground. The Grand- 
Vitier, who neverth om would have 
cen fo ſoon, or that his Detachements would 
have charg'd the Chriſtian Army-with fo much 
procipieancy, had not drawn up all his Men in 
att "Array ; or rather, not imagining that 
the Chriſtians would have made that Refiitance 
which they did, was in ſuch a hurry, fuch a 
ſtrange amaze , and gave his Orders fo con- 
fifedly, that it was impoſſble for thoſe that re.

The Grand-Viſier, who two days befo 
had intelligence of the Victory and Conque 
of the Veretians, was at his wits end, to ſee him- 
felf vanguyh'd in his own turn. For he fore- 
faw, that ſo many Loſſes one after another could 
not but prove fatal to him : and he had all the 
reaſon in the world to be afſur'd of it; for the 
whole Army murmurd againſt him, and was 
ready to Mutiny. Nevertheleſs being retreat- 
ed toward Eſſeck with about Forty thouſand 
Men, and rouſing up his Courage, tiat he 
might not altogether ſink under his bad For- 
tane, he endeavour'd to pacitie his Men, and 
to hearten 'em up at the ſame time. He told 
w_ that the Misfortune which had Aw 
ought not to dejet their Cgurage ; that the 
chance of War was uncertain ; dat tho mil 
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chief was not ſo great as was imagin'd ; that 
there was no City or Town Bl ; and fi 
that the defeat were greater then it was, the 
on was fo far advanced, that the Chriſtians 
would not be able to undertake any thing con- 
fiderable. This Diſcourſe and ſome Money 
which he causd to be diſtributed among the 
Soldiers, gave them a little new Life, and for 
the time diſpell'd their Fears, fo that they- re:

'Tis true the Duke of Lorraia did all he could 
to engage the. Grand-Viſier to a ſecond Bartel ;

a Council of War upon the Field of Bartel, to 
conſider what to do. 'The greateſt part advis'd 
him to paſs the Drave ; but the Trouble he mer

teſtified ſuch an Extraord! Reſolution to 
oppeſe the Chriſtians, after the Harangue which 
the Grand Viſier made them , and the Diſtri. 
bution of the Money which he gave them; yet 
the Spabi*s were fo afraid of meeting and being 
forced* ro fight with the Chriſtians , fo accu. 
ſtomed to Vanquiſh, that they refus'd to march 
However, becauſe they durſt not let it be ſeen 
that it was out of fear of being beaten, that 
they refugd to obey , they pretended that 
three Months Pay was detain'd from them, 
Thich was the only Reaſon that conſtrain'd 
them to diſobey the Orders of their General; 
and at the fame time they demanded their Pay 
after a moſt tumultuous and mutinous manner. 
This Rerolt, which began only in bare Mar. 
muring, encrealed inſenſibly to that Degree, 
that the whole Army was in an Uproar. They 
caſt their Eyes upon a Leader , who was con- 
{train'd to appear at theHead of thoſeRebellious 
Mutinecrs; and there was one Baſla, who being 
in the Grand Viſier's Tent , was fo bold as to 
tell him, in the Preſence of two other Baſla's, 
the Treaſurer of the Army, and the Secretary 
of Stare, * That the Muſulmen deſir'd ro be 
* Paid their Money , and that they would no 
* longer endure , that above Fifteen thouſand 
* Bags which had been taken outof the Imperial 
* Ireafury, and ſent into Hungery,ſince the Be- 
* ginning of the Campagne, ſhould be expen- 
* ded to enrich him and his Creatures, while 
* They Sacriticed their Lives for the Defence of 
© the State. The 
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The Grand Viſier, who at another time 
would ſoon have made the Balla repent of 
fuch an Infolent Reproach , had ſo much 

wer over himſelf as to diſſemble his Re- 

ent ; and therefore faid no more to him, 
but that it was only a Pretence which the 
Soldiers laid hold of; that he himſelf was a 
Man of deeper. Judgment than not to ſee it, 
but however , that inſtead of three Months 
Pay, he would order them to be paid fix. 
This Anſwer, ſo ſmooth and ſoft for a General 
who has no lefs Authority in his Camp than 
the Grand Signior himſelf , had nothing of 
Prevalency to foften the rugged Baila ; who 
therefore reply'd in theſame Language, © That 
* he was not worthy the Place which he held, 
* ſince the 11! Su of the Campagne conclu- 
* ded wich ſo much Ignominy, or rather which 
* they were not in a condition to conclude,

In this . Danger wherein the Grand 'Viſter 
found himſelf , he knew nor preſently what 


courſe to te ; nevertheles, he made this 


quick Anſwer, © That for the Marks of his So- 
*reraignty , he could not Surrender them to 
* any one but the Grand Signior himſelf, who 
* had entruſted them in his Hands. Neverthe- 


 lefs, to avoid the Fury of the Soldiers , he Em- 
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bark'd upon the Danaw , as ſoon as Night 
came, and fo berook himſelf to Belprade, from 
whence he departed immediately f6r Conſtan. 
tinople. 

The Viſier was no ſooner gone, but the 
Chicſtains of the Rebellious Army difpatch'q 
away ſix Commiſſioners, who were no ſooner 
arrived at the Port, but they declar'd to the 
Grand Signior , That they would no longer 
obey Solyman, nor the Caimaken his Lieutenant. 
They demanded next, that Siaoux Balla, whom 
they had made choice of for their chief Cap. 
tain, might be put in the Grand Vilſier*s Place, 
and Cuprogli his Brother-in-Law , 1n the Place 
of the Caimakan; and carrying their Infolence 
as high as it was poſlible for any Ottoman Sub- 
Jeds, they added, That his Highneſs had no- 
thing to do, but to reſolve one way or Cother; 
for that the Army had given them no longer 
than a Months time-to wait for his Anſwer. 

How Infolent foever this Demand were, and 
how unwilling ſoever the Sultan might have 
been at another time, to have giyen the Com- 
mand of his Army wo $:aoux Baſh, nevertheleſs 
he now found thimfelf conftraind, in this dil- 
oider of his Afﬀairs, to fend him the Patent of 
Grand Vitier, and the Standard of Mabomy, 
which Solyman had already reſtgn'd. Nor was 
this ſafficient to appeaſe the Mutineers For 
above Ten or Twelve ThoufanF#Spahi's or Ja- 
niaries, having left the Army,:-marched . di- 
re&tly for —_ under the leading ol 
one they called Little Mabomer, being followd 
by a Baſſa, with Eight Thouſand Horſe. And 
tize Soldiers that ſtaid with - Szarx, compels 
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the new Viſijer to take the ſame Road, to de. 
mand of the Grand Signior the Head of Soy. 
ma», and ſome others of the General Offi.

Ic would be a difficult thing to make a true 
Relation of the Diſturbances that were then in 
Conftantimople , and the Trouble the Grand Sig. 
nior was in. So thot although he were con- 
vinc'd that Solyman was not Guilty, he was com- 

d to cauſe him to be Strangled ; and to 

d the Head of that Unfortunate Viſier to his 
Rebellious Soldiers. He abandon'd to their 
Fury the Principal Officers, whoſe Lives they 
obſtinately demanded. He paid 'them all the 
Money which he got from them, which were 
Arreſted;, and who were daily Tortur'd to 
ſqueeze more out of their Bones. Nor could 
all theſe low and poor Submiſlions prevent 1- 
homet hiraſelf from being depos'd ; in whoſe 
ſtead Solyman his Brother was advanced to the 
Ottoman Throne, who had been ſhut up in a 
Dungeon above Forty Years. 

During theſe Commotions in Conmftanti wople,the 
Duke of Lorrain having ſettled his Soldiers in 
their Winter-Quarters, departed from Tranfil. 
vanis, to vilit the Blockade of Agria, Where 
he was no ſooner arriv'd, but he was wellcom'd 
with all the great and ſmall Shot from all the 
Poſts of the Blockade. '*By the Noite of which 
the Governor of Agria;” being informed of the 
Dukes arrival, fent an Aga to him-at the ſame 
time to Compliment him, with Orders alfo 
to let him know, That *twasin vain for: him to 
tire his Men in a Seaſon fo inconvenient; that 
therefore he advis'd him ro dravy off; fince it 
d.Y- > Was 
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was to no purpoſe for him to continue in his 
obſtinate Reſolution to make himſelf Maſter of 
a Place, which he had block'd up for fo 

+ time without any Succeſs, he _ reſolved to , 


defend it to the laſt Extremity. Lo which the 
Duke causd this Anſwer to be returned, That 
he was not come betore the place but only to 
ſtreighten it more cloſely, and that he ſhould 
find 1n a little time, which of the two was the 
moſt Reſolute, he that was refolv'd to Artack, 
or he that was fo well refolv'd to defend the 
Place. In ſhort, the Luke rode round the 
Town to view it, and advancd to the very 
Counterſcarp ; yet not a Man fromthe Garifon 
durſt adventure to diſcharge a ſingle Musket.

that his Expectations and his Hopes fail'd him. 
However,as it was his Intereſt to keep all quiet 
at Conſtantinople, he ſent thither Two Thouſand 
Men, under the Conduct of Li:tle Mahomet and 
ſome time after he follow'd himſelE But no 
ſooner had he left the Army , but the Spa-

Miles from the City, having Disbanded them.- * 
ſelves, got into it in ſmall Companies ; ſo that 
y in a little time, they amounted ro above Five 
Thouſand ; and theſe committed Infinite 
Diſorders. Sia:ux himſelf had much ado to 
| pacihe this licentious Rabble, though they had 
choſen him for their Chieftain. Becauſe he 
went about to tell them their Duty, they told 

him boldly, That he began betimcs to tollow 

the ill Example of his Predecetiors ; that he 

muſt expect as unfortunate an End as Theirs; 

and upon ſome tart Anſwers thathe gave them, 

they demanded his Head of -the Sultan; and 
being divided into ſeveral Quarters of the City, 

chey committed molt dreadtul Hoſtihties. So. 
{yman the I. was ſtrangely confounded at the 

ſight of ſo many Liforders; and ſeriouſly ac- 
knowledg'd, that having been a Priſoner for 
Forty Years together, he underſtood not how 

to Govern an Empire'; and beſides, that his 
Power not being well fettled, he knew not 
what courſe to rake to pacifie thoſe mad-Men 

of Soldiers. However, in regard tlufe Muti- 
neers had mage the detaining of their” Pay the 

\ Pretence of their Rebellion, care was taken to 
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diſtribute among them a great part of what was 
their due ; and after the Sultan had try'd by alt 
the ways of Mildnefs and Sweetnefs to i 
'em to their Dury,they were at length prevaiPd 
upon to depart Conſtantinople , and take their 
inter-quarters where they were allign'd 'em. 

After this, they made it their whole buſineſs to 

get al things ready againſt the Spring: They 

made new Levies of Men. Haſſan, the new 
| Baſſi of Alcppo was nominated Seraſquier in 


Hungary , according to the uſual Cuſtom of 


the Ottoman Empire, whichis, That that Baſſa 
is always to Command the principal Army in 
the abſence of the Grand Viſier. And in a 
Divan aftembled on purpoſe, it was refolv'd, 
That in regard the Imperaaliſts care as little for 
Siegcs, as the Turks did for pitch*d Fields,they 
ſhould after an extraordinary manner ſupply 
thoſz Gariſons in their Power with Men,to the 
end they might draw out Detachements from 
tence, as neceſſity requir'd, to make up ſmall 
Porij:s to bear the Field, and harrafs the Duke 
ct Lorrair, Chiaux's were ſent to the Princesof 
Tranſilvania, M:1daviz, and Valachia, to g1Ve 
them notice of the Advancement of the new 
Emperor, and to'follicit them at the ſame time 
© {tick cloſe ro the Intereſts of the Port. And 
in regard that Selyman ſaw well that fo long 
as he ſhould be at War with the Emperor, he 
ſnoud never enjoy any Tranquillity during his 
Reizn, he declard, That he Condemnd the 
Declaration of War which had been made a- 
gainlt tim by MaForner the TV. before the Triice 
was expir'd ; adding withal, "Fhat to redeem 
te Credit which the Otromaris had a” ws 
| reac 
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Rreach of thoſe Treaties, it could be no ſhame 
for them to ſignifie to the Emperor, that they 
were -ready to enter into a Negotiation of 
Peace, to ftop the Effuſion of that Blood which 
was every day ſhed. 

Theſe prudent Precautions gave ſome Hopes; 
that Solyman II. being aſcended the Throne, 
would ſettle a Calm in the Empire ; and that 
in caſe the Emperor would noe conſent to a 
Peace, which he fo freely offer'd of himſelf, that 
he ſhould find himfelf in a Condition to with. 
ſtand him, and to ſtop him in the Career of 
his Conqueſts. There was but one Obſtacle 
that could make him fear the- Diſappointment 
.of his Precautions ; which was, that the Impe- 
rial Treaſury was almoſt exhauſted. The Army 
was not Wholly pay'd oft ; and a great part of 
the Mutineers remain'd ſtill at Conſtantinople, to 
have Right done them. There was a neceſlity 
of keeping ſeveral Armies on foot ;: and of vatt 
Expences for the Preparations againit the next 
Campagne. 'The only Expedient which the 
new Viſjier could find was to lay n:w Impoſi- 
tions upon the People; the Immenſe Sums which 
had been already heap'd together, by conſtraint 
upon the People, to pay the Taxes laid upon 
them, being nor ſufficient to fatisfie the Soldiers. 
And theſe Impoſitions they were, that renewed 
the foregoing Troubles atter ſo horrid a man- 
ner, that Conſtamrinople was within a lictl2 of 
being ſackt, and the new Sultan mnifacred by 
the Rebels. The Spahi's thar ſtaid in the City, 
joyning with the Militia, and a part of the 
Rabble, themſelves depos'd the Principal Ofits 
cers from their Employments; and having £: 
licg* 
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ſieg'd the Palace of Siaoux, that new Vilſier was 
burcher'd after the moſt miſerable manner i 
the World. I only ſpeak of ſome part of theſe 
Diſorders in Conſtantinople, Upon this the 
Grand-Signior took off the new Impoſitions ; 
and this begat him ſo much the Love of the 
People, that having ſet up the Standard of Mz- 
Smet, he rally'd together about the Seraglio a- 
bove a hundred thouſand Men ; which though 
for the moſt part unarmed, ſhew'd however to 
po a Reſolution, that the greateſt part of the 
utineers were diſperſt or cut in pieces. Af. 
ter which, Solyman created [hmae! Baſla Grand. 
Viſier, a Perſon much in the Peoples favour, 
which in a manner reſtor'd the City to its for- 
mer tranquility. However this new Minilter 
was laid afidein a little time after, and Muſt a- 
ba Baſla was advanced in his Room. But the 

, who commanded at Belgrade, and had 
under him the HungarianArmy,upon the newsof 
the new Viſiers advancement, immediately mu. 
tiny'd, and fet all in a flame, pretending that 
the Dignity was his due, aftzr he had obtain'd 
by his Artitices and Intreagues, the Depoſa! of 
Ithmael Baſſa. So that the Repoſe which the 
Ottoman Empire ſeem'd to enjoy, being bur a 
Shadow of Peace, which might have been diſi- 
in a moment, there was juſt reaſon to 

pe, that if the Emperor had been as well 
ſerv'd then as he was in the preceding Cam- 
Pn it would have been no difficult thing 
or him to have continu'd his Conquelts.; and 
© have render'd himſclf Maſter of all Hung). 
But ewo unlucky and unexpected Circumſtanczs 
gave him cauſe to fear that he ſhould nor be w 
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2a Condition to make his Adv e of the 
Troubles and Diviſions among the els. 

The firſt was, That the Fletor of Bavaria 
had refolv'd not to take the Field. For though 
there had been a Regulation already made of 
the Body of the Army which he was to com- 
mand, and that the General Officers that were 
to ſerve under him were nominated, yet at 
ſame time that he was expected at Vienna, there 
came a Courier from him, who brought the 
news, that it was impoſſible for him to march 
ito Hengary, by reafon' of the Marriage of his 
Siſter with the Duke of Tuſcany. 

It was immediately ſuſpe&ed, that the Ele. 
Qor, who had fo highly ſignaliz'd himſelf ig 
the preceding Campagnes, was grown weary 
of ſerving anger another General ; and that 
the Marriage of the Princeſs his Siſter wasonly 
a Pretence, which he was willing to lay hold 
of, that he might not” be oblig'd to ſhare his 
Honour with the Duke of Lorram : and it was 
thought, the Ele&tor by this deſign'd the ſole 
Command to himſelf. In ſhort, it was then 
reported, that a Miniſter of State had propos'd 
to the Emperor to make him General:ſimo of 
his Armies, and to keep the Duke of Lorrain 
at Viema to be Preſident of his Council of 
War, in the Room of Prince Herr9an of Ba- 
d'r., who was for that purpoſe to have been 
diicharg'd from that Employment. 

However it were, in regard the Emperor 
was far from doing that Injuſtice to the Duke 
of Lorrain, to whom he was to Sacrifice, as I 
may ſo ſay, Prince Herman of Baden, by ſend- 
ing lim to the Dyet at Ratisbonne, under the 

Character 
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Charafter of his Firſt Commiſſioner, only out 
of a Defign to remove him out of the ſighe of 
an Enemy, of whom he would have had juſt 
reafon to Complain ; and for that he had given 
4 Teſtimonies of his Afﬀe&tion for 
that Prince, and of the Confidence he had in 
is Counſels : for theſe Reaſons it was, that the 
plution of the Duke of Bavaria, whom he 
would have preferr'd before any other bur the 
Duke'of Lorrain, whoſe preſence was ſo neceſ 
fary 'm' Hungary, troubled his Majeſty very 
much. - © 

The next Circumſtance which was worſe 
then tather, was this, that the Duke of Lor- 
rain was ſeiz'd at Viema by a Diſtemper 6 
dangerous, that all Men were afraid for the 
Life of that great Prince. The frequent Vo- 
faitings, and other ſcurvy Symptoms which ac- 
company'd his Diſeaſe, made Men ſuſpect at 
the fame time, that he was Poyſon'd. And in 
regard the Phyſicians ynanimouſly defpair'd of 
his Cure, the Emperor began to be penſive paſt 
Confolation. However fuch was the Care of 
of thoſe that attended him, and the Remedies 
apply'd fo prevalent, that at length he began to 
mend. But then when it was thought the worſt 
had been paſt, he fgl into a Relapſe fo dange- 
rous, that the Phyſicians gave him quite over. 
*Tis true, that at firft they would have conceal'd 
his Sickneſs from -the ew Dowager of Po- 
land; but when they thought there was no hopes 
of Life, a Courier was fent away to I:{pruck to 
let her underſtand his Condition, that ſhe might 
have the fatisfa&tian to ſee her Husband before 


he expird ; whiith brought her in haſte to 
ee Vienna, 
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Viema, But formnately the Judgments of the 
Phyſitians-prov'd Erroneous; for the Dukemen- 
ded of a ſuddain. But {till the Indifpoſtion of 
Body, ' and the great weakneſſes -nnder which 
he labour'd were ſach, that the Emperoc well 
faw, that he could not be in a Condition to 
endure the Hardſhips of a though 
piety recover*d in his Health. Sothatwhile 
waited to regain the Duke of Ravaris, he 
gave-the Command of the Army to Caprare. 
However al] this white there had been ne 
care, wanting at Vienna, to re againſt the 
Campagne ; for they would not hear. of awy 
Peace - with the Port. True it s., that che 
Grand Viſier Solyman , alter his- Daſtat , had 
written a Letter full of Blogies to the Pnke of

of Faith in violating the. Treatics-berween the 
two Empires ;- but that having ſuffidiently paid 
for it, by all the faral Events that had happen'd 
for Four years together , ſince the. Beginni 
of the War, it was now' time to ſtop the. Effu. 
ſion of Blood that had been fpilt on ſides : 
but the Emperor would vouchlafe no Aniwer 
to the Vilier. Quite the contrary; be was. 1n 
Treaty with ſeveral Princes and: \Yates-of the 
Empire, for a conſiderable Nurhber of their 
Men , to recruit his waſted Regiments. "He 
had rais*d Money :to'\Pdy his Soldiers; and at 
length he knew ſo well how to manage the 
Duke of Bavaria, that he not only granted 
him Three thouſand:Men to recnut © his old 
Regiments, but he confenced to march himlzit 
uo 
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into Hungary, where the Turks began to-moye, 
All the Forces , being in their Winter k 
ters, except thoſe which were left in Trahfilug-

When the Duke of Bavaris arrived in Hun-

longer and ſtouter Reſiſtance , conſidering the 
ſituation of the Place. The Imperial Army was 
divided into. two Bodies ; of which the one, 
that was. very conſiderable , was - commanded 
the' Eleor, and the other by Prince Lewis 
Baden, who had Orders to paſs the Save and 
Beſiege Gradiſca, which the Turks immediately 
quitted, after they had ſer fire to the Town: 
on the other ſide, the Duke of Bavaria laid 
Siege to Belgrade , and carried it by Storm the 
6th of —_ oy: 
But at Conſftantineple , whatever Induſtry or 
means So/yman III. could make uſe of , to ap- 
the Diſorders that Ruin'd the Ottoman 
os rn , he could not poflibly accompliſh his 
res. ' The Puniſhments which he had in- 


-flicted to reduce the Rebels to their Duty, di 


bur the more provoke 'em. The mild and gen- 
tle means which he had pur in practice, ren- 
der'd 'em more Infolent ; andthe moſt part of 
th: Baſſa's taking their Advantage of cheſsTrou- 
bles,were rcvo'tedin Egypr,4fiz, Natolia,8 other 
t hces, where they endeavoured to make _ 

ſelves 
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ſelves ſo many Soveraigns. The Soldiers de- 
ſerted their Colours every day or mutiny'd ; 
for that in this Condition of Aﬀairs , 1t,was im- 
poflible to find oy for their Subſiſtance, 
as they deſired : And they whoſe Fidelity 
was to be rely'd upon were ſo cow'd, that 
they ſuffered themſelves to be beaten every 
where. 

Add to this, that beſides that the new Sultan 
had no Kindneſs for War ; for he had bezn 
bred up all his Life-rime in Nothing elſe but 
reading the Alchoran , and other Books of the 
Law of Mahomet ; he felt his Throne in ſuch a 
cottering Condition , that he thirſted after 
Peace. 

Then again Mabomet IV.was no ſooner degra- 
ded,but he highly blam'd the Conduct of hisMini 
ſters in regard to theEmperor againſt whom by 
their advicehe had declar'd War, before the Ex- 
piration of the Truce. He had in his Proſpericy 
often propoſed: to his Miniſters, that ſince no- 
thing but a Peace could fave the Ottoman Em- 
;.pire, fo near declining , it could be no ſhame 
to the Muſlſelmen to deſire it of the Vidtor. 
He had recommended it to his new Viſiers, 
upon their Creation , in particular, to make 

vertures of Peace to the Chriſtian Generals 
upon all Occaſions. He had follicited the Fo- 
reign Miniſters at the Port, and ſuch Princes 
to whom he ſent the News of his Advancement 
to the Throne, to ſecond him in ſo good a 
Work. Andf foreſceing that the' Chriſtians 
would —_— their Campagne with the Si 
of Belgrade , he had recommended it to 
Baſſa that Commanded there, to omit no op- 

portunuty 
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ity of engaging them by an Accommg. 
dation 'to conclude a War-that had coſt 66 
much Blood and Treaſure. In purſuance of theſe 
Requeſts, ſeveral Foreign Princes began to inter. 
poſe their Mediatton. The G Viſier and 
fla of Belgrade breath'd after Peace no lefs than 
the Grand Signior, and had neglected no. 
thing to bring their Deſign to, a happy Conc. 
fron. But in regard the rhad other Things 
in Proſpe&, he always rejetted the Propoſitions 
that were made him, how advantageous ſoever 
they were. Any other Prince perhaps but So 
»an, would have taken theſe Repulſes in dif. 
dain ; and would have rather ran the Rifeo 6f 
being depaſed , than beg-a Peace from them 
that Fomfilly refus'd it him. Bur the welfare 
of his Empire;/ ot rather his own Repoſe being 
of 'more value to him, thart Honour purely 
"Airy , there” was no Stone which he left un- 
turn'd ro render the Emperor flexible. And 
at laſt to try che only " teft', and the mot 
probable to flicceed , he ſent - his Ambaſſadors 
to Buda, to give his Majefty-notice of his Ad-
